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The Birth of a Breed 


A Chapter in Scottish Agricultural History 


James R. Barclay, Secretary, ; 
of The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society 


Sauntering round amongst the most in- 
structive exhibits which crowd the Pavilion 
of Agriculture in the Empire Exhibition at 
Glasgow, Scotland, one could not but be 
struck with the remarkable way in which 
scientific discoveries had been made avail- 
able for application to the practice of our 
oldest and still our greatest industry.

It was in this train of thought that one 
paused in front of a stand which bore the 
sign “The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society” 
and attention was at once arrested by a de- 
monstration calculated to remind us of the 
fact that we often fail to rightly appreciate 
the great work which our forefathers ac- 
complished, not from any want of know- 
ledge of the present-day value of that werk 
but Just because we are so accustomed to 
take its results for granted, and as an in- 
heritance which we enjoyed as a matter of 
course. We so very often do not wait to 
think of the way by which these results 
were made available for us—a matter of 
which it is well that we should now and

tant business. It was more 
than this. Just about one 
hundred and thirty years ago, to be exact 
in the year 1808, it was the scene of a 
transaction that had far-reaching results in 
the cattle history of Scotland and of the 
world. In that year a young man, not yet 
out of his ’teens, might have been seen at 
the Trinity Muir market. He had just be- 
come tenant of the farm of Keillor, Angus, 
and had received from his father towards 
the stocking of his farm a half dozen of his 
“best and blackest cows”, for to the un- 
learned in cattle lore it must be explained 
that from time immemorial the native cattle 
of Angus and Aberdeenshire, and indeed of 
the northeast of Scotland generally, were 
black and hornless—“dodded” or “hummle” 
—hence the terms applied at times to repre- 
sentatives of the breed even at the present 
day “Buchan Hummlies” and “Angus Dod- 
dies.” To augment this stock Hugh Wat- 
son, for he was the young man whom in 


imagination we see at “Taranty,” selected 
from the cattle in the market—then one of 
the most important of its kind in Scotland 
and lasting over three days—“the ten best 
heifers and the best bull” he could find. 
From this foundation he started the work 
of breed improvement on systematic and 
scientific lines which was to have its out- 
come in the present-day Aberdeen-Angus 
breed of cattle known to all for the emin- 
ence in beef production to which they have 
been brought both at home and abroad. 
There were of course other workers towards 
improvement with Hugh Watson, but he is 
acknowledged to be the first great founder 
and improver. The bull which is depicted in 
the forefront of the Exhibition canvas—may 
this not be “Tarnty Jock” the first recorded 
bull in Hugh Watson’s efforts to raise the 
local breed to its improved and Herd Book 
standard ? 

Or may we not claim one of the figures 
to be that of Lord Panmure most generous 
of agricultural encouragers? He was the 
originator of the old East Forfarshire 
Farming Association which, by offering 
prizes only for the breed of the county, did 
much to stimulate interest and effect im- 
provement. The competition took place on 
Trinity Muir yearly in July or August, and 
might not one of the groups which we see 
on the canvas be of the two principals in 
that competition for the best eight cows 
where the stakes were an “Edinburgh dress 
coat”! 

Some of the cattle at these early Fairs 
would have been dun or grey in color— 
hence the significance of Hugh Watson’s 
description of his purchases as “the best 
and blackest.” The cattle of the grey color 
were supposed to have in them a strain of 
Dutch blood through their descent from 
cows brought over to this country by a 
Dutch Company that attempted to reclaim 
the Basin of Montrose which travellers by 
the East Coast Railway see—a huge dry 
expanse at low tides and an expansive 
stretch of water at high tides—as they 
cross the railway bridge at Montrose. 

Is the figure on horseback in the canvas 
that of the great dealer M’Turk, of whom it 
is recorded that he might buy a thousand 
or two thousand cattle without dismounting 
from his pony? Or is it too great a stretch 
of the imagination to conjure up the figures 
of some other of those great English deal- 
ers—the Armstrongs from York, the 
Elliots, the Millers, the Carmichaels from 
the Border and Carlisle? They are all 
ghosts of the canvas now, for like the Fal- 
kirk Trysts, Amulree, Old Keith, Skippy 
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Fair and Hallow Fair, Trinity Muir markets 
remain but a name and a memory of a 
phase of Scottish agricultural life and busi- 
ness that has passed almost entirely away. 

From portraits looking down on this 
birthplace of the Breed of cattle, for which 
during their lifetime they worked so hard— 
which work in a very real sense still re- 
mains with us—appear the well known 
figures of Hugh Watson, Wm. M’Combie of 
Tillyfour, Aberdeenshire, M. P., and Sir 
George Macpherson Grant, Bart., of Bailin- 
dalloch, Banffshire, M. P., the three recog- 
nized improvers of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed of cattle or to be more exact, and tak- 
ing them in order, the founder, the improv- 
er and the refiner of the Breed. They were 
all eminent in their day in different and 
varied walks of life but the stand at the 
Empire Exhibition reminds us most of what 
they did as cattle breeders. M’Combie 
would no doubt often have been a visitor to 
Trinity Muir markets, for forsaking the 
classics at Aberdeen University for an out- 
door occupation he aided and succeeded his 
father in the extensive cattle trade which he 
had built up. He was allowed to learn by 
experience, for he has left it on record that 
there is no better way to train a young man 
than putting him to the market to buy or 
sell without assistance. As a young man 
he was sent by his father to some such mar- 
ket as the one depicted in the canvas in the 
Pavilion of Agriculture, and given authority 
to buy cattle. When he took his purchases 
home his father’s criticism was “they have 
not the countenances of beasts’’—there un- 
derlying this criticism a great fundamental 
guide as to the proper stamp or type of cat- 
tle to purchase if good results are to be as- 
sured. That M’Combie profited by the pater- 
nal criticism future history abundantly prov- 
ed, apart altogether from practicing the pro- 
fessional dealer’s custom of “bidding little 


and lying far back.” From a Brechin cattle 
dealer there was purchased a cow known in 
the Herd Book as “BLACK MEG”— and if 
M’Combie had done nothing else beyond ac- 
quiring at a later public sale a descendant of 
this cow in QUEEN MOTHER his name 
would have stood high in Aberdeen-Angus 
history, for of this line came the great Pride 
of Aberdeen family, re- 
nowned throughout the 
whole subsequent his- 
tory of the Breed. 

It was the falling off 
of the trade in “lean” 
or what we would now 
describe as “store” cat- 
tle that led M’Combie 
to give up this parti- 
cular branch of the cat- 
tle business and to de- 
vote himself with allthe 
energy and determina- 
tion of his great per- 
sonality to the upbuild- 
ing and improvement of 
the native black polled 
cattle. The days were 
over when, owing to the 
long distances that had 
to be travelled by road, 
the cattle had to be 
shod to stand the jour- 
neys from fair to fair, 
and the reputation 
gained by the _ black-

that their work had not been done in vain 
and that it was being carried on with vigor. 
They would see displays in a series of 
photographs representative of the spread of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle throughout all the 
great cattle-raising 
countries of the world. 
They would find the vic- 
tories of International 
importance which they 
won for the Breed in the 
French Exhibitions stil] 
resounding, and they 
would see many succes- 
sors to that great Lon- 
don Smithfield champion 
of 1867 when, for the 
first time, the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed supplied an 
over-all champion for 
Britain’s greatest Fat 
Stock Show. One of the 
results of the successes 
and renown of this steer 
was that Queen Victoria 
—for whose inspection 
this celebrated animal 
was conveyed to Wind- 
sor—became Patron of 
the Aberdeen-Angus

editor has told me that the twentieth 
. ‘of publication of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal commences with this issue. He ask- 
ed me to prepare an article for the anni- 
versary number and agreed that I should 
be free to select my own subject, provided 
that it would concern Aberdeen-Angus af- 
fairs. That put me on the spot. The selec- 
tion of a suitable title is only less difficult 
than the preparation of the material to ap- 
pear under it and for me that is 
not easy. Because an annivers- 
ary is universally accepted as a 
proper occasion for celebration 
and commemoration I have de- 
cided to review briefly some 
Canadian Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory—both slightly ancient and 
very modern. 

Such a review—however su- 
perficial—reveals the fact that 
the name of Canada is insepar- 
ably linked with the develop- 
ment of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed on this continent. It was 
to Canada that the Earl of 
Southesk sent the first two pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus animals 
across the Atlantic, when in the 
summer of 1860 he presented 
Sir George Simpson, Governor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
in Canada, with a heifer called 
Dorothea and a young bull nam- 
ed Orlanda. Again it was in 
Canada that the first breeding 
herd of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle was established, when Profes- 
sor Brown of the Ontario Experimental 
Farm (now the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege) imported two cows and a bull in the 
summer of 1876 to found the college herd 
at Guelph—the oldest herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle on the continent. Moreover it is 
a fact that throughout the entire period of 
62 years that has elapsed since the breed 
was started on the road to fame in the Fat 
Stock Shows and the feed lots of Canada 
and the United States, Canadian breeders 
have occupied a prominent place in breed 
activities in the new world. 

The early development of the breed in 
Canada took place in the eastern townships 
of Quebec and in the western part of the 
old province of Ontario. In this territory 
the story of agriculture is not unlike that 
of parts of the eastern United States where 
industrial development and the growth of 
large cities was responsible for the estab- 
lishment of numerous dairy herds to replace 
the beef herds that held sway in an earlier 
period. For the first fifteen years after the 
introduction of Aberdeen-Angus cattle into 
Canada 95 percent of the animals were in 
eastern Canada. When the Great War broke 
out more than 50 percent of the pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Canada were to 
be found in the east—mainly in the older 
part of the province of Ontario. By the 
time that the Great War ended 65 per cent 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Do- 
minion were on the prairie country lying 
between the city of Winnipeg on the east 
and the Rocky Mountains on the west—a 
territory that lies directly north of the Am- 
erican States of North Dakota and Mon- 
tana. This change in the territorial distri- 
bution of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle of the 
country, during the last quarter of a cen- 
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tury, was brought about partly by the aban- 
donment of beef production by farmers of 
the eastern provinces, but more particular- 
ly by the purchase by western Canadian 
farmers of large numbers of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle from American breeders during 
the years between 1910 and the end of the 
Great War. As a matter of fact extensive 
American purchases continued after the war 
and the strength of the breed became more 
and more consolidated in 
the western prairie coun- 
try, until the year 1929, 
when the great depression 
hit this continent, about 
75 percent of the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the 
Dominion were on_ the 
western prairies. 

It is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss the damaging effect 
of the 1929 depression on 
industry and agriculture, 
but I do believe that I 
should venture the opinion 
that it bore most heavily 
upon _ agriculture. Our 
prairie country was and 
is, mainly dependent upon 
the sale of wheat. The 
price of wheat fell to the 
lowest level in 400 years. 
The low price of farm 
products was followed by 
the most disastrous drouth 
that the present inhabi- 
tants of the western Can- 
adian prairies had ever experienced—we 
need say no more. Many herds of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were dispersed and many 
others were greatly reduced in numbers, 
leaving this country in 1937 with a greater 
shortage of good beef cattle than at any 
other time in her history. 

The depression years did not remove 
many of the old and well established herds. 
As a matter of fact a great many breeders 
have told me that they have been obliged to 
live on the cattle during the lean years and 
they have carried on. The death of the Hon. 
James D. McGregor three years ago brought 
about the complete dispersion of the Glen- 
carnock herd and the recent death of Mr. 
John Lowe, Elora, Ontario, was followed by 
the complete dispersion of the herd at Mid- 
dlebrook Farm. The Elm Park herd long a 
leader in this country is still in existence, 
but the owner, Mr. James Bowman has been 
obliged to restrict his activities owing to 
advancing years. To replace these herds 
and to cooperate with many other good 
herds in the production of valuable seed 
stock, several herds have been developed to 
a high standard of excellence during the 
period that farmers and breeders have 
found most difficult. Just a word about 
some of those herds. 

The breed has been kept before the pub- 
lic in our larger shows during the past five 
or six years by Edwards Brothers, Watford, 
Ontario; Mr. J. D. Patterson, Richmond 
Hill, Ontario; The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, Coaldale, Alberta; Mr. Harry Leader, 
Portage la Prairie, Manitoba; Mr. F. G. 
Todd, Lucknow, Ontario; Mr. Howard Fra- 
leigh, Forest, Ontario; and one or two oth- 
ers. The three first named have taken the 
most prominent part in our show yards and 
in breed improvement in the past five years 


and for that reason I am going to discuss 
their work briefly. 

The Anoka herd owned by Edwards 
Brothers, of Watford, Ontario, was estab- 
lished more than ten years ago, by Alan — 
W. Edwards, the first animal registered in 
his name being Violet of Idylwyld -—25911-. 
Between 1922 and 1926 a number of valu- 
able animals were purchased from several 
outstanding herds, including those owned by 
Escher & Ryan, the late Hon. James D. Mc- 
Gregor and Congdon & Battles. The Ed- 
wards Brothers secured the Battles bred 
Queenmere 32d -36496- to head the herd 
and made substantial progress. Later Black- 
bird Bandolier of Page —41794— was secured 
from Kenneth McGregor, manager of Hart- 
ley Stock Farm, Page, North Dakota. The 
outstanding success of the Edwards herd 
dated from the purchase of this bull due to 
the fact that he has been shrewdly mated 
with females carrying a high percentage of 
Rosemere blood. Alex. Edwards discovered 
the fact that the Page bull mated most 
effectively with females of Rosemere breed- 
ing and his care in preserving that combin- 
ation has been in large measure responsi- 
ble for his outstanding success. It is not 
necessary for me to review the successes of 
a herd that is so well known. Suffice it to 
say that Edwards Brothers topped a four 
year record of successful exhibiting at the 
Chicago International by winning the grand 
championship at the 1937 show, on their 
two year old bull, Bandolier of Anoka 6th. 
This honor was won on a previous occasion 
by a Canadian bred bull and on two occa- 
sions by American bred bulls shown by a 
Canadian breeder, but never before by a 
bull bred in Canada, fitted in Canada and 
shown by his Canadian breeder and owner. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway herd at 
Coaldale, Alberta, was established at least 
fifteen years ago, but it was not until the 
last six or seven years that real careful at- 
tention was given to the breeding of out- 
standing animals. As a matter of fact some 
cross-bred calves were being produced ten 
years ago. Under the direction of the late 
E. W. Jones, superintendent of Agriculture 
and Animal Industry for the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, systematic improvement of 
an already good herd was commenced. The 
main move in this direction was the pur- 
chase—jointly with Sam Henderson of La- 
combe—of the great breeding bull Middle- 
brook Prince 33d -32553-, a bull that was 
bred by the late John Lowe and was used 
extensively by Mr. J. A. McAllister, of 
Guelph, Ontario. Before he was shipped 
west he had made a great name for himself 
as a breeder in the Aberlour herd owned by 
Mr. J. A. McAllister, Guelph, Ontario. At 
the Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto; 
The Royal Winter Fair, Toronto; and the 
Ontario Winter Fair, Guelph; in the years 
1928, 1929 and 1930 the get of Middlebrook 
Prince 33d was never defeated in the get- 
of-sire class—nine first places in a row. As 
a sire he proved equally successful in Al- 
berta and it was not long before the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway was a most successful 
competitor at the larger shows. The old 
sire is dead, but his sons are carrying on. 

Mr. John D. Patterson, of Richmond Hill, 
Ontario, established the Don Head herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle three miles from 
Richmond Hill in 1930 by the importation

An 
Aberdeen-Angus cross on any breed, or 
nondescript specimen, will show a _ hand- 
some improvement in quality and feeding 
ability.

Publicity is a vital factor in the promo- 
tion of any business, especially is this true 
with reference to the progress to be made 
by any breed or any breeder within the 
ranks of the adherents to that breed.

MIAMI, OKLAHOMA

Farmers in certain sections of Oakland 
County are alarmed over an infestation of 
a weed species that is threatening to over- 
whelm their alfalfa, clover and hay fields. 
The weed is commonly called hoary alys- 
sum, botanically called Berteroa incana and, 
by some, gray Berteroa. 

There are extremely heavy infestations 
on farms along the Clarkston road, a few 
miles west of Orion. Here the weed has 
taken possession of what were a few years 
ago some of the cleanest and finest stands 
of alfalfa in the county. The plant has 
spread so rapidly that it is about to over- 
whelm the alfalfa and take complete pos- 
session of the fields. It is also spreading 
to adjacent clover and hay fields and unless 
some measure of control is adopted these 
fields are likewise doomed. 

In discussing the establishment and rapid 
spread of the hoary alyssum in this district, 
L. W. Kephart, senior agronomist with the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
said: “The hoary alyssum is a rather re- 
cent introduction into the United States, at 
least in the present large quantities. Like 
most of our weeds it came from Europe and 
while it has been in the country for a long 
time it seems recently to have become un- 
usually aggressive. By some this is believ- 
ed to be due to the succession of dry years 
in the western states, which encouraged 
seed production of this and other weed 
plants.” 

Plowing Best Control. 

In suggesting control measures, Kephart 
said: “Hoary alyssum grows from a rather 
deep taproot, which may be either biennial 
or perennial, that is, living for two years or 
more than two years. The best control 
measure is deep, thorough plowing followed 
by a well-tilled cultivated crop like corn, 
potatoes or beans. 

“The plant is most abundant in old 
meadows and other undisturbed areas. If 


plowing is impracticable, about all that can 
be done is to mow the old field when the 
hoary alyssum is coming into bloom in or- 
der to prevent it from going to seed. In 
some years this has to be done at least 
twice. 

“Chemical weed killers are so expensive 
and difficult to use that it hardly seems 
likely that they would be practicable. If 
it is desired to use one, the best would prob- 
ably be sodium chlorate, dissolved in water 
at the rate of one and one-half pounds per 
gallon, with four ounces of glue per gallon 
added as a sticker, since the leaves of this 
weed are smooth and spray solutions do not 
adhere to them readily.” 


Seeds Continually. 

The plant has stems from one to three 
feet tall with numerous slim branches near 
the top, gray-green with fine, forking hairs. 
Basal leaves are three to four inches long, 
usually grouped as a rosette. The flowers 
are white. 

The plant starts blooming in June and 
continues to bloom and seed through Sep- 
tember. As the blossoms come out and fade 
others take their place and seed pods are 
formed along the stem of the old blossoms. 
This process continues for four months and 
over this period the plant is continually 
seeding. 

The persistence of the hoary alyssum is 
amazing. Once it starts it will brook no 
interference from any other plant and grad- 
ually takes possession of the field. It is 
spread by seed distributed by birds, in fer- 
tilizers and is often found in clover and al-

the hoary alyssum is very abundant in a 
number of portions of Lower Michigan, hay- 
ing become a roadside weed in many re- 
gions. Prof. Bessey says: “This summer 
the College has received five or six com- 
plaints that hay in which this weed is abun- 
dant is harmful to live stock and unfort- 
unately the College has been unable to ar- 
range an experimental feeding to settle this 
point, but in the meantime it would be wise 
to avoid using for hay portions of fields in 
which the plant is found in large numbers,”

Breed Promotion. 


Mr. D. C. Wilder, of Cedar Bluff, Ala- 
bama, reports the sale of an Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull into the Boaz, Alabama, vicinity, 
This sale is being followed up with an en- 
deavor to promote a bull club in that com- 
munity. Once the results following the use 
of an Aberdeen-Angus bull are demonstrat- 
ed Mr. Wilder will have no difficulty in the 
promotion of the club suggested. We were 
through Alabama early in the spring and 
had occasion to visit several herds where 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls had been used on na- 
tive cattle and were highly pleased with the 
marked improvement in the first cross cat- 
tle. In one instance in particular several 
second cross steers were on feed and they 
were showing splendid reaction to the feed 
consumed. Alabama is certainly in position 
to take advantage of live stock improve- 
ment on a big scale and the Journal feels 
that Aberdeen-Angus bulls will really do 
the job in a highly satisfactory way. They 
automatically remove the horns, and the 
general trend is to produce a solid black 
color, with more depth, more width, more 
general quality, and better feeding ability.

One of the finest indications 
of the effects of breed activities 
is the briskness with which Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle have sold 


bers. They are the enlarging mar- 
ket of the established breeders and 
their fresh enthusiasm makes them 
invaluable advertisers of the breed. 
In a careful check-up of each sale 
it was conclusively evident that no 
less than 75% of all the cattle sold 
went to men who were making 
their first purchase or who had 
founded a herd within the last 
year. Record breaking attendance 
at practically every sale that was 
held was also one of the stimulat- 
ing features. 

We were also interested in not- 
ing the distribution of the cattle 
as this is another indication of 
breed growth. The Eastern states 


at public and private sales. Pub- 
lic sales have increased in num- 
bers and have been held over a 
larger area than ever before. ‘ 
They have been held under the auspices of 
State Associations, County Associations and 
by individual breeders. They have had a 
fine educational value to breeders and lay- 
men. In some of the consignment sales 
there was found to be a wide range in qual- 
ity and breeding and these cattle sold in 
accordance with their merit. No matter in 
what part of the country the sale was held, 
cattle of the right kind, properly grown out 
and prepared for the sale found plenty of 
eager buyers. From the experience of years 
we would urge every consignor to a public 
sale to carefully select the individuals, both 
as to breeding and individual merit, and 
then properly fit such cattle for the sale. 
In this way neither buyer nor seller is dis- 
appointed. The owner gets a satisfactory 
price and the buyer a satisfactory product. 

Public sales are a most excellent means 
of promoting interest in the breed. Large 
crowds attend these auction sales. Only a 
few are buyers at any one sale, but many 
people attending a sale eventually become 
interested in the breed when fine, well pre- 
pared cattle are offered for sale. On the 
other hand, if inferior cattle are sold it is 
not likely that new people will become in- 
terested. In all merchandising a quality 
product attracts. 

Several of the State and County Associa- 
tions have held successful sales from their 
first attempt. Their success was based up- 
on the fact that their cattle were all care- 
fully selected by a sale committee some 
time in advance of the sale. Each consign- 
or agreed to properly fit the cattle for the 
sale. The catalogue was printed long 
enough in advance to give it wide distribu- 
tion and last but by no means least of all, 
the sale was properly advertised through 
our breed publication and other channels. 
Every sale handled in this manner can be 
made a success. 

The crowning event of the sale season 
was the Congdon & Battles sale at Maquo- 
keta, Iowa, on June 20th and 2ist. At this 
sale 144 head of cattle were sold the first 
day, in four and one-half hours or at the 
rate of one animal every minute and forty- 
five seconds, at an average of $454.00 per 
head. Never before in the history of the 
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which during the past few years 
have absorbed a considerable num- 
ber of top cattle have supplied 
some of the most extensive buyers. At the 
two Eastern States sales held in May all the 
cattle remained in the territory in which 
the sales were held. In a number of the 
important sales held in the Corn Belt states 
many eastern breeders were found among 
the list of buyers. This was most notice- 
able at the Congdon & Battles sale when 
practically all top cattle were purchased by 
breeders from the East and Canada. The 
states of Maryland and Virginia purchased 
a larger number of cattle than any other 
states represented. 

Never before have Southern states pur- 
chased as many breeding cattle as during 
the present sale season. In a public sale of 
about 100 head of breeding cattle held in 
Oklahoma more than 75 per cent of the cat- 
tle went into the Southern states. 

Another very noticeable group of buyers 
at both public and private sales have been 
the range buyers. These men have selected 
bulls of better quality than ever before. The 
demand for the better class of Aberdeen- 
Angus calves, produced on the range, has 
increased the demand for high class bulls. 

There has been a healthy demand for pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in all parts of 
the Corn Belt. Many new herds have been 
established and others have been increased 
in size. All of these outlets are indications 
of the popularity of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in all parts of the U. S.

Up until a few weeks ago we had done nothing very remark- 
able in the Aberdeen-Angus business. To be sure, we had done 
well in a small way. Starting 
with ten good yearling heifers 
and a bull in 1934, we had in- 
creased the herd to forty-four 
head, exclusive of twenty-eight 
sales and four deaths, and had 
purchased two exceptionally 
good bulls who were producing 
calves, which were invariably at 
the top in local shows. As the 
herd increased in size, our in- 
terest and ambitions increased 
with it. Before very long the 
black cattle filled the barn and 
barnyard to overflowing, crowd- 
ing sheep and hogs literally off 
the map, and although these 
were sold to make way for the 
steadily rising black population,

still more room was_ needed. 
Two years ago a bigger, better 
barn replaced the old with more 
convenient arrangements for 
feeding, fitting and handling 
the cattle. A dehydrator was 
installed to make the best use of home-grown feeds and the Aber- 
deen Angus became the chief enterprise of the farm. 

Our enthusiasm for the Doddies grew from day to day. The 
sustaining and absorbing interest inherent in the business of breed- 
ing good live stock and the great appeal of Aberdeen-Angus in 
particular, held us in a firm grip and, needless to say, we did not 
struggle against it. A real love for the beautiful uniform black 
animals grew from daily association with them. Each day was 
filled with some sort of cattle activity, calves to be halter-broken, 
show youngsters to be groomed, visitors to be shown through the 
herd, records to be kept, and, as we watched the development of 
individuals and counted the calves arriving more and more fre- 
quently, we found that the days and weeks were flying past at 
amazing speed. There was always some event to anticipate and 
prepare for, such as the State Fair, the Breeders Show and the 
Annual Sale. Winning a blue at any of these events was not a cli- 
max but a spur to our resolve to win two blues at the next show. 

From a business point of view the Aberdeen-Angus as a ma- 
jor farm enterprise had proved themselves highly satisfactory. 
Since we had started with good foundation stock, we had no trouble 
in disposing of our calves as breeding animals. I say no trouble, 
but it was better than that. From the beginning we had more de- 
mands than we could possibly supply and every few days would 
have to turn a prospective customer away because we did not have 
the cattle to sell. Only a very few young heifers were sold as they 
were needed to turn back into the herd, but the best of the bull 
calves were sold as breeding animals at good prices, because they 
were good calves, and the rest were steered and sold mostly to 4-H 
boys from whom we had more requests than we could fill. As the 
months went on, the ever-increasing demand for good breeding

Although our ex- 
perience with the Black cattle has been comparatively short, still 
we feel that we can make the following suggestion with complete 
sincerity, whether you are a business man, a farmer, a breeder, or 
better still, a little of each, if you are looking for a perfect com- 
bination for profit, for pleasure and for pride of possession—try 
Aberdeen-Angus.

ose of you who read the report of the 
on Fiocide. fair and the story of that 
interesting trip taken by Dad and J. V. 
Arney, Aberdeen-Angus breeder, of Leon, 
Iowa, will remember that it was on their 
way home that they paused for a look at 
the cattle at French Broad. It was Dorman 
Huggins, (son of Dr. J. I. Huggins who 
founded the French Broad herd), that took 
the time out to show them the herd—the 
show string at the barns and the cows and 
heifers in the pastures. Dorman is_ the 
successor to his father and if such a thing 
is possible displays even greater enthusi- 
asm than the elder Huggins, and those who 
have known the Doctor and of his activities 
in the past know what we mean when we 
say “greater enthusiasm”. This statement 
may be a little far fetched but Dorman is 
right there—knows his cattle and takes 
great pride in showing them to those who 
may chance that way to have. a look. It’s 
not a place to take a look either for Dr. 
Huggins and his son Dorman have not alone 
been pedigree students, they have been 
breed builders, ever keeping an eye on the 
quality, refinement, easy fleshing, smooth- 
ness and correctness of type, together with 
an eye for good tops, good shoulders and 
despising anything that did not carry a 
pleasing head and countenance. As a re- 
sult they have gone places in the breeding 
business. :

A Younger Breeder Unfolds His Heart to Yoy 


We need to know how to start in a 


Suppose you sat back in your chair, Mr. 
Younger Breeder, and lit your pipe, and 
started to talk to one of the older hands 
about our breed today, one of the highly re- 
spected older hands with large influence, 
such as our’ president, Judge Fullerton. 
What might you say to him about your own 
thoughts, and what questions might you 
ask? Probably your conversation would 
touch on very large almost unanswerable 
questions, and then drop to little particular 
ones, and then wander off into generalities 
again, as most conversations do. 

If I should have such an opportunity to- 
night, with the thought that our talk might 
be handed on to the breeders as a whole 
through the influence of my companion, I 
think that I should first of all make a plea 
for more imagination. Everyone thinks of 
money and of sales, of shrinkages and 
losses, of advertisement and reputation all 
the time—we have to, in order to stay in 
business. But we need more Saunders-like 
enthusiasm, more devotion to the breed as 
to a cause, more reverential thought to the 
efforts of the old men who built up the 
breed, and more hope rather for the etforts 
of our children or for the people who finally 
take over our cattle than for our own. We 
have got to picture ourselves as Olympic 
runners receiving the torch from the hand 
of one man and racing on to hand it to 
another. We have got to feel that breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is a proud business, 
and that it is more noble and more to the 
advancement of human well-being to breed 
a great prepotent sire than to design and 
build a huge dam or invent an air condition- 
er. We have got to feel that any effort put 
forth in the attempted advancement of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle should be and will be re- 
spected by all. Unless we not only feel 
these things ourselves, but also hand our 
feeling on to all the brand new breeders 
who are coming up, we will not be able to 
continue boasting about our breed, because 
it takes that kind of devotion to maintain a 
breed, let alone improve it. The hardest 
cattle dollar is based on a foundation of the 
ambition of individuals to think of them- 
selves as fitting into a romantic imagina- 
tive picture of breed continuity. It is a safe 
bet that in the last few years the first part 
of Saunders’ book has advanced the breed 
as much as the breed’s own winnings. 

Another plea should be made for estab- 
lished breed character, with a cautious eye 
cocked on the extreme blue ribbon baby 
beef type animal. It seems to me that while 
our breed in general conforms quite closely 
to this baby beef type, it can be carried to 
extremes. The breed has always been ex- 
cellent for crossing purposes, and always 
should be. Also the great majority of Aber- 
deen-Angus steers have been and probably 
will be either short-fed or grassed alto- 
gether, and we do not want to think only in 
terms of little long-fed yearlings, despite 
their importance. Our cattle have always 
been excellent grazers, and if we lose sight 
of that inherent quality we will hurt the 
breed. If our cattle do not continue to make 
first class two year old short-feds, made 
mostly on grass, we will have lost some- 
thing that was handed to us in good shape. 
Aberdeen-Angus are and should be adapt- 
able to both methods of feeding. 

I would make a little plea for fewer sec- 
tional slogans. A short time ago I thought 
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it very fine that The Tops are in Virginia, 
Quality has its home in Maryland, and so 
on—but after California, Florida, Maine and 
Nevada join in, what will be left for poor 
little old Rhode Island? And how about 
the District of Columbia? No, it will be 
impossible to find a super super word to 
fit the District of Columbia. 

Then there should be a plea, in the inter- 
ests of the breed, for more discrimination 
by judges against breeding animals, espec- 
ially bulls, who enter the show ring ob- 
viously overfitted. It is hard enough on 
the constitutions of breeding animals to 
be fully fitted for large shows, without 
having the last possible ounce of fat cram- 
med onto them. This is a rather delicate 
question, because it is hard to prove that 
overfitting has a lasting detrimental ef- 
fect on the breeding powers or the consti- 
tution of an animal—but many old breed- 
ers, here and in Scotland, think that it has. 
Also it is very hard to draw the line be- 
tween legitimate fitting and actual over- 
fitting. I think this question needs dis- 
cussion. It is an educational thing for ev- 
ery breeder to see his seed stock carefully 
fattened once in their lives, so that he 
may know how the fat is going to be put 
on. Many noted show beasts have been 
regular breeders all their lives. But I 
know of some serious disappointments to 
breeders and the breed that certainly seem- 
ed to trace directly to overfitting, not only 
in the way of breeding ability, but also in 
the way of partial founder, subsequent bad 
feet, ete. 

Next I would make a plea for broad- 
minded narrow-mindedness in the show 
ring and in the sale ring. We all know that 
the pure-bred business is of necessity based 
on trust. Any breeder who should even 
in a small thing depart from the ethical 
standards set up for us by the great breed- 
ers of the past would be cutting away the 
main prop of our business and making our 
investments of money, of labor and of love, 
lose all value. But that is all the more rea- 
son why we should avoid the temptation 
to cast a shade of ill intent over the actions 
of our fellow breeders, and plenty of that 
is done, just in the way of talk (and some- 
times politics). I have done a spot of 
gossiping myself, but I will be blasted if 
I don’t stop. Ninety-nine and one-half per- 
cent of such gossip turns out to be based 
on mistaken or false information, one-half 
of the remainder soon shines out like a 
light-house by itself, and the other fraction 
of a percent can largely be eliminated by 
a quiet notification of the association au- 
thorities who are posted on watch for that 
very fraction. By this I do not mean that 
we should never on any account gently pan 
our brothers—to take away that pleasure 
would be too much. But I do mean that al- 
most all imputation of ill intent turns out 
to be baseless, and that the spread of tea- 
party gossip for amusement purposes hurts 
the breed. 

The last plea that I would make tonight 
(lest that old hand should tell me that I 
talk entirely too much), would be for more 
advice from the older breeders to the new. 
We newer breeders often waste years, 
money and good breeding stock from a 
lack of advice. We need to know what 
health precautions need to be taken for our 
cattle in the various sections of the coun- 


try. 
the show game—should we fill that Z00d 

heifer chock full of corn for six months 

or should we ease her along on lighter 

feeds for twice that time? Must we make 

use of nurse cows when we know that to dy 

so is against the best interests of the breed 

or can someone tell us how to get com, 
parable results on feed alone? How much 
importance should we give to pedigree, and 
how much to individuality? If we are tol 
these things and the thousand and one other 
things that experience teaches we would not 
hurt the old line herds, we would spread 
out, buy more cattle, and spread the Aber. 
deen-Angus gospel. And so Black Forever

END OF OUR BUSINESS. Mr. Kershaw 
writes: 

“T am in receipt of your letter asking me 
to write a little article on the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in this section. It was about 
twenty-eight years ago that I commenced to 
look around to select a breed of cattle to 
put on my ranch here at Muskogee and after 
carefully considering and inspecting a num- 
ber of herds of cattle of other breeds I 
reached this conclusion, that the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle were in better physical condi- 
tion than other cattle handled under the 
same conditions.

people I would not have had these pur 

cattle. In fact I was disconramed ie 
every standpoint, but it was my opinion then 
that as good cattle could be grown in the 
Southwest as in any part of the country and 
I started out with the determination to 
find out if this were not possible. It was 
only a fow years until we were showing all 
over the United States and Canada and had 
produced the champion Aberdeen-Angus 
steer at one International show and have 
since produced the dam of another Interna- 
tional grand champion steer shown by the 
Oklahoma A. & M. College. (her tabulation 
appears in connection with this story) go 
that all of the early predictions that good 
cattle could not be grown in this southwest- 
ern country have been proven false. 

“At an early date in my breeding opera- 
tions I started in to develop a kind of cattle 
that would produce the most economical 
beef as that is the ultimate need of the in- 
dustry. I sold thousands of bulls into the 
Southeast, South and Southwest to 
be used on the little native cow. It 
was not long until these black bulls 
worked themselves up a great repu- 
tation for economical production of 
beef on any kind of a cow. In later 
years we have developed a great 
market for these pure bred bulls to 
be used on Brahman cattle, which are 
scattered, by the millions, all along 
the Gulf of Mexico. Once one of 
these black bulls is given an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate his worth we 
have made a customer for all time 
to come, and I think with the great- 
est outlet and the greatest good in 
the years to come, not only from the 
standpoint of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, but from the standpoint of 
the man who is breeding commercial 
cattle, will have come from the in- 
troduction of the black bulls into the 
coast country to improve the quality 
of the beef as well as the profit to 
be derived [Please turn to page 68.

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eMinnesota and the Dakotas 


By cay Quammn NN Orthwest Breeders Enthusiastic About Their Aberdeen-Angus 


Though our treks into Minnesota and the 
Dakotas are less frequent than we might 
enjoy, they thus remain both pleasant and 
of value to us. We often wish that less 
hurry, more time was available, for saying 
hello and then goodbye in the same breath 
is a hard job, when it would be so much 
more pleasant to while away a few hours. 
Not only pleasant but profitable, for from 
every one we meet we learn a number of 
things, good bits of information that might 
be of help to another. Generally these Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders have a few minutes 
and like to spend them, and we enjoy that 
part of the business. 

Had you strolled into the Aberdeen-An- 
gus Journal offices on the morning of July 
8th you might have had the opportunity to 
write this short story about what we saw 
and where we were. Surely the invitation 
to accompany us would have been yours. 
Since, we don’t particularly like the person- 
al pro-noun “I’’, there’s an imaginary per- 
son with us. 

If there’s any direction the average Iowan 
enjoys heading in July it’s north and north 
we went. I cannot forget what a certain 
Virginia gentleman told me about Iowa 
weather, for it seems my personal state- 
ments didn’t quite agree with what he found 
the climate to be in the merry month of 
June. 

Our first stop was made at Madelia, Min- 
nesota, and after finding the direction we 
went on out to M. L. Snyder’s farm. Driv- 
ing out of his lane was a bull buyer. Sorry, 
salesmen, this man has his bull. They sel- 
dom drive in at this Minnesota farm unless 
they buy for Mr. Snyder saves but a few 
bulls and they must be good. The purchas- 
er informed me he had paid too much, and 
yet I wonder, for the calf looked good to 
me, thick and deep bodied with legs no 
longer than you want in a typey Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. After looking around the yard 
we went out to have a look at old Blackcap 
Marshall 10th, one of the few living breed- 
ing sons of old Earl Marshall. No, he isn’t 
crippled, nor is he in the barns, but right 
out with a group of cows in a pasture ad- 
joining the house yard. Mr. Snyder admits 
selling this bull once or twice, but after us- 
ing another for a year or two, he buys this 
Earl Marshall son back and puts him in 
service. I just doubt that he will ever sell 
him, again, for he gets the right kind of 
calves and at his age, one cannot expect too 
many more seasons of service from the old 
fellow. There’s still a young bull or two 
around the barns, and they meet the qual- 
ifications that a man seeking a herd sire 
looks for. Most of the Snyder bull calves 
are sold when still calves. The past few 
years have seen a number of calves bred 
by him win at the Junior Live Stock Show 
in South Saint Paul, and that always makes 
for a good sale of 4-H club calves. But we 
cannot stay all afternoon at Mr. Snyder’s 
so we get the right directions and bid him 
goodbye, until another date when time isn’t 
so pressing. 

For some time, one or another of us in 
the Journal have been threatening to pay 
Riverview Stock Farm and its owner Mr. 
E. H. Schloeman a visit. The word threat- 
ening should possibly have been struck out, 
for there was no necessity of the threat. I 
use it though, because until this trip, that’s 
all our visits had ever been a series of

threats and future promises. I know that 
as far back as the International I made the 
statement to Mr. Schloeman that I was 
coming by there some day, and his daugh- 
ter, Grace, laughed and said that such had 
been the Journal’s statements for quite 
some time. I meant it, and that’s our next 
stop. There’s something interesting about 
this breeder, who advertises that the 
“Blacks have kept me out of the Red.” 
Mr. Schloeman is a member of the board 
of directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association, but it wasn’t 
politics that caused my visit. No, I had 
decided that I would enjoy hearing him talk 
Aberdeen-Angus, get a slant on his rather 
good psychology, see some of his cattle and 
his farm. The farm as an agricultural in- 
vestment would necessarily be classed as 
better than average, the buildings are in 
fine repair, these folks live there, it’s their 
home. So, we drove in, and soon were 
seated in Mr. Schloeman’s office. His of- 
fice is a pleasant one, located in the shade 
by the side of the barns. Here is a com- 
fortable place to sit and talk. He talked 
and I listened. Live stock isn’t a new thing 
to him, his life has been connected with live 
stock. Especially draft horses, and brother, 
don’t think he doesn’t know the ins and 
outs of that business. But we are more 
interested in his Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
In the feed yards were a number of steers, 
bred by him, eating the grain grown on 
his farm, and he fed them. They weren’t 
show steers, but might have been had they 
been pampered a bit. The business of 
feeding out his steers is both a source of 
pleasure and an avenue of profit to Mr. 
Schloeman. In an adjoining lot we saw a 
young bull, and a group of cows, he called 
them his dairy cows. They were, to be 
truthful, a dozen or more registered Aber- 
deen-Angus with udders to compare quite 


favorably with some registered dairy cat- 
tle that I have seen sell at a good figure 
because of the production record. I don't 
know whether he makes more money using 
these cows as a dairy than he would letting 
the calves nurse longer, but I would judge 
that he does, for his practical sense would 
soon discover the greatest revenue. We 
lacked the time to see the main breeding 
herd, which were in a distant pasture. 
There are some over three hundred breed- 
ing females which represents one of the 
largest herds in the state. The young herd 
bull we saw was a spring purchase, being 
the Lantz bred 1936 calf, Blackcap Evolu- 
tion 49th, a son of Earl Marshall 27th who 
is by Earl Marshall. This young herd sire 
looks good. Thick and straight lined with 
a nice spread of rib and a good set of legs, 
with a strong body, deep enough to satisfy 
the whims of a particular breeder. He will 
likely do Mr. Schloeman some good, for he 
looks the part of a real breeding bull. 
Though we were informed that a “box 
stall, well bedded down” was at our dis- 
posal, we must drive on some more miles. 
1 did, however, ask for a ‘rain check,’ for 
I want an evening in Mr. Schloeman’s com- 
pany. You'll find him straightforward, 
enthusiastic, forward minded and well 
schooled in the business of producing cattle 
that will make a profit for him and will 
continue to build his land. A good sug- 
gestion to a breeder who needs a little 
pepping up would be to drive to Riverview, 
see the herd, and get acquainted with this 
man who “raises what he feeds and feeds 
what he raises, creating new wealth from 
Mother Nature.” We'll be back Mr. Schloe- 
man.

P I omotion | What it Ought to Mean to Indiana Breeders 


For several months, the thought has been 
in my mind to write a few lines on breed 
promotion for a particular section. This 
section is the state of Indiana. With only the 
thought of being of greater service to In- 
diana breeders is this being written. 

About a year ago, the Journal allotted one 
page to Indiana breeders for their specific 
use. This page to deal with affairs as con- 
cern Indiana Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. This page can 
be of value to the Indiana breeder in direct 
proportion to his willingness to support it 
with news items, sales reports and herd 
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advertising, the latter, if he so wishes. We 
are less concerned with the advertising re- 
venue from this particular page than we 
are with promoting the interest of Indiana 
breeders. And why? Because we know that 
as Aberdeen-Angus are promoted in In- 
diana, our revenue from display advertis- 
ing on the part ‘of Indiana breeders will be 
increased.

Some may state yes, others, think not. 
Personally, I believe that many of the In- 
diana breeders are forward minded, want-

ing all the publicity and promotion that 
they can get. Others are less promotional 
minded, awaiting the other fellow’s push to 
get things going and to keep them going. 


In order to make the wheels turn as fast 
as they can, we urge co-operation. Co- 
operation in every promotional venture that 
is started, and more than that, a definite 
willingness to do a full share toward the 
objective in mind. 

Last January ata meeting of the Indiana 
Breeders’ Association, the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal representative brought out the 
worth of a steer sale, that is a feeder calf 
sale. Whv? Because one of the Indiana 
members had stated that the association 
ought to do something for the new breed- 
er, whose calves might not be as good for 
breeding cattle as the better established 
breeder, whose club calves might not sell as 
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well as the breeder with a reputation. A 
feeder calf sale can be a most successful 
venture, for the breeder, who doesn’t have 
the reputation, and also for the buyer of 
feeder calves. But, a feeder calf sale spon- 
sored by the state association should have

all the publicity possible, free and paid. 
Your page in the Journal can be used to 
tell about this sale, and a display advertise- 
ment in the Journal might prove of great 
value to the sale in getting a reliable Aber- 
deen-Angus feeder to feed these cattle, so 
that any future advertising as to the re- 
sults of his feeding could be utilized for 
added promotion for another such sale a 
year or more hence. ; 

Take advantage of the opportunity, write 
the breed paper what is going on as con- 
cerns yourself, your herd, the breed or 
any other information that would be of 
interest to you. We shall use that informa- 
tion for your own interests.

Maryland takes its next step 


The most recent step in the program of 
the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association is the trade marking of the 
name, “Maryangus”. As the title states it 
means quality beef. Moreover, it means 
that this quality beef was bred by a mem- 
ber of the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association, fed on Maryland grown 
grains and marketed through the Associa- 
tion, under the trade marked name to a 
market that every day clamors for more 
and better beef. 

The mere fact that the name has been 
trade marked means much. The fact that, 
in order to secure this trade marked name, 
Maryland breeders have had to breed and 
feed out and market steers to this quality 
market, a most critical, yet very desirable 
market means more. Having been able to 
meet the qualifications demanded they now 
have an easier method to market their prize 
steers. 

We have realized for some time that 
loads of steers from Maryland have been 
shipped to New York, where they have been 
sold at a premium over Chicago top for the 
day. We know of no organization paying a 
premium for something that is not worthy 
of a premium. There’s always a reason, 
and we believe that the reason in this case 
is quality. 

few years ago, Maryland breeders 
adopted a slogan, “Come to Maryland for 
Quality”. This slogan has been of far 
greater importance in the building of Mary- 
land herds than it has in promoting the af- 
fairs of Maryland breeders. By that, I mean, 
that the influence on Maryland breeders to 
uphold the slogan has demanded that they 
carefully cull their herds, retain only the 
best for breeding stock and sell for breed- 
ing stock only a high quality individual 
backed by favorable blood lines. In their 
building they have not dimmed their sights 
on the commercial aspect of the business, 
and we hope they never will, for it is the 
backbone of the breed. We think their 
standards set for breeding cattle has been 
a factor in the promotion of the commercial 
business of feeding steers for market. 
Maryland breeders know that quality pays 
a decided profit. Steers sent to New York 


have been taken quickly and at the best of 
prices. 


Realizing this market exists and is

growing, they could see that by trade mark- 
ing their beef, a still better market might 
be secured. In order to secure this trade 
marked name they must have the product, 
and now that they have secured it, they 
have an even greater responsibility, that of 
keeping the product as desirable as the 
name demands. Past performance must be 
equalled and surpassed, inferior cattle must 
never be permitted to be marketed under 
the trade mark, in other words, faith must 
be kept with a trade mark registered for 
performance. 

To arrive at the goal set, requires effort. 
It becomes no one man’s task for a year or 
two or ten, but a life-time job that must be 
followed by another generation and still an- 
other with the same ideal and the same aim. 
And yet, immediate results will be noted in 
the sale of Maryland bred steers. “Mary- 
angus” may never become as well and fav- 
orably known as some brands of fruits, veg- 
etables, etc., but the favor with which it be- 
comes known is dependent only upon the ef- 
fort and the future performances of Mary- 
land steers when shipped under the trade 
mark. 

Already loads of steers have gone to New 
York by truck bearing the sign, “Maryan- 
gus” signifying that they have been bred 
and fed to a finished product by a Mary- 
land breeder on a Maryland farm with 
Maryland grains. 

Locating a favorably regarded restaurant 
that would serve and advertise the beef was 
another step and after being marketed these 
same steers found their way to one of the 
better eating places in New York, the Haps- 
burg House. 


Here they have been featured as the fin- 
est eating that is possible. For example on 
each of the tables at Hapsburg House, re- 
posed a small card which described the 
steaks as follows; 


“HAPSBURG is now prepared to serve you steaks 
of MARYANGUS Baby Beef. 

“The handsome blue blooded breed from which this 
superlative beef comes has won the International 
Grand Steer Championship for so many years that 
they are getting a little bored with the whole thing. 

“‘And small wonder they are so prized. Maryangus 
are raised in Maryland by a small group of breed- 
ers. They are fed grain grown from pedigreed seed 
and privileged to graze on the lush pastures of the 
blue grass country. 

“These steers are shipped after the sun goes down, 
in the cool of the night, so that their journey to 
Manhattan will be a relaxed one. Every one is a 
‘Baby’—-under the age of two, so that he has had no 
chance to become cynical and tough. 

“A thick generous steak—cooked the way you like 
it—garnished with appropriate vegetables—is $2.50.” 


We congratulate Maryland breeders upon 
this trade mark. We believe the future of 
Maryangus is promising, for we know 
Maryland breeders, and know too that they 
will guard this trade mark and will endeav- 
or to keep it meaning what it now means, 
quality beef. We think too that the market 
will increase and as it increases will return 
commensurate returns to Maryland breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus and to the feeders of 
this “Maryangus” beef.

The past few years have seen a great in- 
crease in the eastern sections of the coun- 
try in the number of Aberdeen - Angus 
breeding herds. Virginia has been and is 
one of the leading states where top quality 
foundation seed stock can now be procured.

Virginia breeders of Aberdeen-An- 
gus were quick to take advantage of 
the opportunity to promote the breed 
at the Culpepper Horse Show on the 
2d and 4th of July. For the bene- 
fit of the many middle western read- 
ers we wish to state that a horse 
show in Virginia is an event that is 
well attended, and Culpepper Horse 
Show is one of the better ones. 

Possibly, much of the credit should 
be paid to Milton E. Miller, mana- 
ger of Canterbury Farms at War- 
renton. For last year Milt, decided 
to exhibit a few head of cattle at 
this same horse show. The interest 
evidenced exceeded his expectations, 
and, immediately, he set out to make 
it a Virginia Breeders’ Show. Sure- 
ly a show where the competitive 
spirit enters in will be a factor in 
the promotion of Aberdeen-Angus in 
the old dominion state. This year’s 
show was under the management of 
Mr. J. R. Tinsley, whom we know as 
the owner of Knoll Crest Farm at 
Rapidan, Virginia, and _ another 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Vir- 
ginia. In making up the classifications it 
was decided to try and get a representative 
group of cattle, showing them at different 
ages.

Jt Pays te Purchase “Tons” 


We occasionally hear a disgruntled breed- 
er make statements to the effect that breed- 
ing cattle are too high. He speaks of course 
of the “tops” in some of the public auctions. 
Perhaps he has never owned a really great 
bull, or bred a typey heifer. The only time 
we can agree that breeding cattle are too 
high is when the buyer doesn’t secure the 
right type, the individuality or the breeding 
that has proven to be profitable. Then 
breeding cattle are too high, much too high. 
But a good beast, never. In support of that 
fact, we offer a few remarks 
on what some of the last two 
years’ tops have been doing. 

Let’s go back to the Inter- 
national sale just two years 
ago. December 1936. We 
can all recall the junior 
champion heifer, Anoka Bar- 
bara, a sweet thing if any of 
the show cattle that year 
could be so titled. There were 
several breeders who had 
ambitions to own her. But, 
so did Mr. William Bell Wat- 
kins. His life has been con- 
cerned with live stock. He 
appreciates the individuality 
and the breeding, and paid, 
what was described as a long 
price for her. Was she “high 
priced?” I think not, for to- 
day, she has a splendid bull 
calf at side, and that calf 
isn’t going to be given away. 
He may bring two or three 
hundred or five or a thous- 
and, and she is just a young 4 
heifer. Does it take many like her to build 
a herd? Does it take many bull calves sell- 
ing at from two to five hundred to pay for 
one heifer, even if she was purchased at 
more than a thousand dollars? I think she 
is the nicest thing on Mr. Watkins’ Farm. 
Many others, that he purchased at prices 
that exceeded the prevailing average are 
better than average, and his herd is being 
built to supply the demand for the breeding 
cattle of the particular buyers. 

Then we have at Winton Farm a herd 
of young cows that are now in produc- 
tion. Good cows, better than the aver- 
age by a long ways. Colonel Dillard always 
selected the ones he wanted and bought 
them. Why? I would say, because he 
wanted to breed the right kind of cattle, 
and recognized the fact that one can’t breed 
the best by the use of poor foundation ma- 
terial. I don’t know just how many sales 
Colonel Dillard has attended, nor how many 
cattle he has purchased that were “high 
priced.” If we were to consult Colonel Dil- 
lard, I think he would be the last one to 
agree that his cows were “high priced.” 
Especially, outstanding is Enfileen’s Ban- 
dolier 2d, herd sire at Winton. He too was 
purchased in December 1936 at the Interna- 
tional Sale, and at a price considerably

that Otto V. Battles didn’t make a present 
of Epponian 8th to Broadview, yet, I am 
just as certain that he didn’t ask too much 
for him. For Epponian 8th of Rosemere 
was an International grand champion, he 
was sired by Eileenmere 61st, as good a 
breeding bull as ever left J. Garrett Tolan’s 
herd in Illinois. That’s making a statement 
too for many a fine breeding bull has been 
bred and developed at Tolan’s farm. The 
first purchases of Broadview, made in 
Maryland at what was termed “high prices” 
have proven very fair and reasonable. There 
was Andelot Eileen, a Sweepstakes winner 
at the Maryland Breeders’ Show. She came 
to Broadview bred to Andelot Elban and her 
first calf, the one from this mating was the 
first calf dropped at Broadview.

She came bred to Eileenmere 157th and a 
bull calf resulted called Blackcapmere of 
Broadview. At ten months of age, Mr. C. 
B. Feagans, owner of Valley Vista at Lynch- 
burg bought him. He wasn’t a present, it 
took cold cash to buy him. Mr. Feagans 
had visited many herds looking for a bull. 
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d travelled miles to try and buy one 
get his favor both as an individual 
and as to breeding. He found him at Broad- 
view. An easy sale can always be found 
for the right kind. Then, we have the son 
of Blithe Catrine of Wickwire, who was 
grand champion at the Maryland, Virginia 
sale in 1936. Mr. Hagner bought her and 
her first calf, a bull sired by Imported Evo- 
lution of Wickwire was recently purchased 
by Lloyd B. Coffman at Woodstock. Prince 
Parade was a great bull, and has been in 
service until just recently at Broadview. He 
was purchased at what was termed a “high 
price” but we would venture that in selling 
him recently, Mr. Hagner had free bull ser-

vice for a couple of years. Just another ex- 
ample of the fact that it does pay to buy the 
‘tops”’. 

Canterbury Farms started with the right 
kind, have been building the right kind of a 
herd and have sold a number of good breeding 
cattle. At last year’s International Manager 
Miller bought a new herd sire, Everwise of 
Don Head. He wasn’t a gift, but was a bar- 
gain. Had he brought twice or three times 
what Canterbury had to pay for him, Every- 
wise of Don Head would still have been a 
smart buy. Since coming to Virginia, he has 
developed into a show bull, and was recently 
made grand champion at the Virginia Breeders’ 
Show. Ask any of these Virginia breeders 
about their tops, whether or not 
they were “high priced” and I'll 
venture that they would reply, 
“the good ones are never high.” 
It’s the common kind that cost 
the money, for every breeder 
pays for a herd sire of value 
whether he buys one or not. The 
greatest and most serious mis- 
take is made by the breeder who 
doesn’t realize that he must use 
a good sire, not just a bull. For 
one calf crop alone can cost him 
more than the difference in the 
price of a good bull and an in- 
ferior one. 

The proof of the pudding, so 
to speak, lies in the eating. 
Those are the words of one of 
these Virginia breeders, and it 
applies equally well to the 
breeding of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

Pudding to be tasty and good 
eating requires good ingredients 
properly prepared. All breeders 
are equally interested in breed- 
ing the best, in securing a profit

on their investment, yet many fail in 
their venture, because they refuse to buy 
“tops”. In order to breed the best, you 
must demand the best foundation stock 
available. Own a few less and produce 
a few less but produce the right type, 
the kind that have been profitable. We 
believe that Virginia Aberdeen-Angus to- 
day will compare favorably with herds 
in any section of the country. 

The success of the larger breeders has 
caused no little difference in the accom- 
panying success of the smaller breeder. 
His calves may not bring an equally good 
price, but should they do so? His seed 
stock didn’t necessitate as large an out- 
lay of capital, his foundation, at least 
generally speaking, couldn’t then be as 
good and his calves must follow, for like 
breeds like. 

Buy the “tops” is our advice and pro- 
ceed to breed the same kind.

Braves Gather at Malcom for First Annual Session

At the sound of the tom toms beaten at 
the command of President M. H. Brothersen 
and Secretary Forrest Breniman the braves 
assembled in true traditional form at the 
city park at Malcom, Iowa, Sunday, July 
24th, and there smoked the pipe of peace 
and better understanding. Discussing from 
the moment the first pair met until the 
close of the day practically nothing but Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle and chiefly those that 
roam the pastures on their respective reser- 
vations in and about Poweshiek county, in 
the very heart of Iowa. Big Chief Tomhave 
had snagged a “big one” in some lake up in 
Wisconsin and could not get away in time 
to attend the ceremonies. Field representa- 
tive Bill Barton had wandered into the far 
Northwest to bring good tiding to the Mon- 
tanas, for he was headed for Great Falls. 
the opening show of his season, there to tell 
the lads what was going on in other sec- 
tions of the cow country. The Journal’s 
scouts were afield rounding up the strag- 
glers that they too might be represented in 
this special Anniversary number. Hence it 
fell to the lot of the “old man of the tribes” 
to attend and make excuses, smoke, eat and 
talk Aberdeen-Angus. 

It was a lovely day not too hot, and yet 
bright and clear and the Malcom park furn- 
ished a splendid setting for just such a 
gathering—perhaps more than 160 souls 
were present by the time the ladies lifted 
the lids from the well filled baskets and in 
true cow folk lore shouted “come and get 
it.” Everyone discussed his cattle and those 
of his neighbor. Reference was frequently 
made as to the splendid crop of youngsters 
on the way, for there are in Poweshiek 
county heaps of outstanding, good typed, 
high qualitied breeding cattle. Many of the 


herds are of long and successful standing, 
others are newer. Gatherings of this sort 
are essential to the well being and the prop- 
er furtherance of the breed and can well be 
held in most any locality where two or more 
breeders are willing to foster such an event. 
Learn to know your neighbor and his cattle. 
Discuss feeds and feeding problems and var- 
ious experiences from which many of the 
oldsters as well as the youngsters may be 
able to gather some suggestions anu 
thoughts worth while. 


The Poweshiek county meeting was : fine 
success. Representatives from Iowa county 
and Marion county associations were pres- 
ent and each added a few words of encour- 
agement to the impromptu program which 
followed the basket dinner. Fieldmen too 
from the various publications, carriers if 
you please of the germ that incites breeders 
to action, were present and had their say. 
All in all it was a most successful session. 
The upshot of the whole affair is that Pow- 
eshiek county will hold a_ spring auction 
sale, a committee will be appointed to in- 
spect the offerings and it will be their task 
to see that nothing but worthy well fitted 
cattle be entered for the event. “We are 
determined to make our sales as successful 
as sales can be made and we propose to see 
to it that the cattle we offer are the right 
kind” said one of the members. The date 
for this sale will be announced in ample 
time. 

There’s a lot of “heap good Indians” in 
the Poweshiek reservation and we are 
mighty glad that they saw fit to extend an 
invitation to be present and participate in 
their initial pow wow. Success is in store 
for an organization functioning like this 
one does. 


As I saw the Poweshiek Herds 


By Dick Hahne. 

Poweshiek county herds always welcome 
a visitor, regardless of the fact that in this 
instance it was only a fieldman going about 
his usual business of selling advertising 
space. The first stop was at the Poweshiek 
Association Secretary’s place, Forrest Bren- 
iman, who is also the fieldman for that or- 
ganization. Here we looked over the herd. 
The new herd sire purchased last year from 
Hugh McWhorter, Aledo, Illinois, is certain- 
ly to find favor in every breeder’s heart 
who visits this herd. This young bull is 
Elmere 7th, a grandson of Emulous and Kil- 
eenmere 32d, a double bred Eileenmere 15th 
bull. This herd is based on certain families 
that were selected by the Brenimans to 
carry on in their herd, Evergreens, these 
are all granddaughters of old Enlate, Elba 
and Eisa Trojan Ericas. 

John Qhland was the first breeder that 
we visited after I picked up Forrest as my 
guide. Here we found his herd sire in a 
paddock close by. Brookside Elvan 5th, a 
son of the P. J. Donohoe bull, Envoy of 
Erin and out of Brookside Elva 5th. John 
has a herd of seventeen cows. His founda- 
tion cattle were purchased from breeders in 
Poweshiek county. He has a nice lot of 
cattle, a few Evergreens, an Enchantress 
Trojan Erica that is a granddaughter of 
Enlate and nearly every animal in this herd 
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is an Eisa or Enchantress Trojan Erica. 
John purchased Elba Enchantress 2d in the 
Iowa county sale, this cow was one that P. 
J. thought much of and thought to be one 
of the best cows ever offered for sale from 
that herd. 

From Ohlands we traveled to see C. J. 
Hutchinson, who started his herd in 1927 
with the purchase of two cows from A. G. 
Messer, three cows from his neighbor, Or- 
ville Neville. These last three mentioned 
were a Blackbird, Erica and Queen Mother. 
Young Hutchinson has been showing calves 
from this herd for three years and his fath- 
er had a carload of black steers, all of his 
own raising in the feed lot. Back to the 
car and off to make a stop at the Orville 
Neville farm home. We were forced to wait 
for Orville as he was changing a bunch of 
around thirty cows over onto some oats 
ground for pasture. Orville has been in 
this game since 1920 and has accumulated 
a nice lot of cattle during this period—Mc- 
Henry Blackcaps, Queen Mothers, Ballindal- 
loch Blackbirds and an Evergreen Erica, 
a direct granddaughter of Elslow, and an 
Enchantress Erica that is a granddaughter 
of Blackcap Revolution. Two herd sires are 
in use, the older bull is Blackcapmere 72d, 
a Congdon & Battles bred bull by Edelike 
and out of Blackbird of Rosemere 56th by 
Prizemere 9th. The younger bull is a son 


of Prizemere 155th and out of a N 
Blackcap cow, a daughter of Earl ey

We drove over to Malcom, Iowa, to see 
two breeders there, Scott Cummings the 
purchaser of the Uncle Johnny Wardrip 
herd was not at home, but as I had seen his 
cattle shortly before will give you some idea 
of his herd. Scott started in 1933, bought 
four cows from M. H. Donohoe for his foun- 
dation, now has fifteen breeding matrons in 
his herd, Blackcaps, Blackbirds and Ericas 
his herd sire is Brookside Elvan 6th 516936 
purchased from P. J. Donohoe. Scott always 
has a few calves or cows for sale. can boast 
of keing the Poweshiek breeder who has 
sold a calf going the farthest out of the 
county, by selling a bull calf to a Texas 
breeder. We did however, find Henry Wich- 
man at home, or rather saw him approach- 
ing from town as we parked in front of his 
residence. Henry had his arm all bunged 
up due to a breaking trip rope and a fall 
to the ground from the rack. The first 
Wichman herd was started in 1905 but was 
sold out and Henry started again in 1927 by 
buying cattle from Messer, both P. J. and 
M. H. Donohoe, Henry Schmuecker and Bil- 
ly Cooper. He is the owner of the largest 
herd in the county. Forty mature cows, 
twelve two year olds and many calves. This 
herd is like most others in the county. As 
to blood lines, Ericas, Prides, Blackcaps and 
Blackbirds are on the list and a Queen 
Mother calf from old Matilda Jane. Henry 
always has something for sale, open heifers, 
bred three year olds or whatever you may 
be in the market for. Here is one man who 
would know where to look for what you 
want, if he did not have it. <A great bat- 
tery of sires has been used in this herd— 
Blackcaper K., a P. J. Donohoe bull, and 
now he is using Revolution Glen purchased 
from Irvin Kemp. 


When we left Henry I thought that per- 
haps he was the oldest breeder in the coun- 
ty, but soon found that I was mistaken 
when we visited with R. J. Hadley, of Grin- 
nell, Iowa. R. J. had brought his founda- 
tion cattle with him into Powshiek county 
in 1903, moving from Indianola, Nebraska, 
at that time, and he had been a breeder 
there before that, in fact he has either two 
or three brothers living in Nebraska who 
are still breeding the Aberdeen-Angus in 
that state. Just a few years ago Hadley 
thought that he would like to breed nothing 
but McHenry Blackcaps, but this is almost 
impossible to do. He still has a few Ericas 
and Blackbirds on hand, well bred and too 
good to drop. One thing in particular, R. 
J. said he had never been troubled by any 
reactors to either T. B. or Bangs, has never 
had a reactor in his herd, and as we visited 
on this subject found out that on a whole 
the entire county association have no 
trouble with tests at all, this county is un- 
usually clean in this respect. There will be 
a group of good cows for sale this fall, all 
with calves at foot, so if you will be in the

From this herd, one of the oldest in the 
county we go again to new breeders these 
include J. L. Madill, just starting up by pur- 
chasing three cows from B Casey, lowa 
City, and a heifer in the last Poweshiek 
county sale from Breniman’s herd and a 
sire, Paradise Sensation also from Breni- 
mans. His herd while small is based on 
Ericas, Elines, Eisa Erica and Blackcaps, 
fourteen grade cows will soon be replaced 
by more pure breds. L. W. Treptow, Deep 
River, started in 1931, bought his first cows 
in Brothersens first sale, some from T. L.

to insure keeping the crowd. I do not know 
just what to say about this herd. It is a 
fine herd, but that seems not to express my 
exact feeling about them.

It is impossible for me to go into detail 
about the various well known and outstand- 
ing herds of Aberdeen-Angus located in 
Iowa, in fact, it would be nothing more than 
a repetition of the advertising material that 
appears in this section of the Journal. I do 


know that many of the breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have no idea of the num- 
ber of champions produced in this state. 

I have no way of telling the number of 
state fairs and smaller shows that some of 
the Iowa breeders have conquered, but at 
the International show alone Iowa breeders 
have walked off with more International 
grand championship awards since 1903 in 
the breeding classes than any other two 
states. Thirty times this has happened, 
thirteen bulls shown by Iowans have won 
this honor and the award has gone to seven- 
teen cows from this state. A few of these 
individuals were bred outside of the state, 
but as far as our records show no more than 
five of them were not produced on Iowa 
soil, to balance this buying of individuals 
we have also sold a like number that went 
out of the state to win this award. I do

Henry Blackcap, Blackbird and Barbara 
families are, I think, one of the most prom- 
inent names found today. I could go on 
and name several prominent herds located 
at this time in Iowa, but the space igs too 
limited to adequately describe each. To do 
this I would have to include every large 
herd in lowa and many of the smaller ones 
for some of the smallest are made up of the 
best individuals. I will state, however, that 
from 1903 to 1913 inclusive, the first eleven 
years that the International awarded grand 
championship prizes, Iowans won all but 
five of the International grand champion 
awards, losing in 1903, ’04, ’12 the bull 
classes and the cow class in 1903, 12. It 
was these first years of showing that 
brought much fame to Iowa county, here 
alone was produced Oakville Quiet Lad 
Glenfoil Thick Set 2d three times Interna. 
tional grand champion bull, and Glenfoil 
Queen 2d. Today the descendants of these 
great cattle are producing quality calves in 
this county, perhaps the best known Aber- 
den-Angus spot in the state. 


Since that time the awards have been 
pretty well divided, going to sixteen states 
and being won three times by Canadian en- 
tries. During this last twenty-two years of 
showing we have made a good accounting 
for ourselves—winning thirteen times— 
while our nearest competitor was the state 
of Washington, winning four times, and 
each time was won by Congdon & Battles, 
who we almost call an Iowa breeder, as Otto 
was first an Iowa breeder and responsible 
for a good share of the early victories. 

The past two or three weeks have found 
me a visitor at many herds in the state, 
and I have seen some very well bred indi- 
viduals in some small herds. The week be- 
fore the Fourth of July I made a circuit 
that took me first to Poweshiek County, 
where I saw Forrest Breniman, fieldman 
and secretary of that county association.

PP Bay new held their first annual sale. 
It was on this same day, about one-thirty 
that W. H. Tomhave, Secretary of the Am- 
erican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
tion, in his speech that he is always asked 
to give preceding the sale, said that Iowa 
County should be known as “Little Aber- 
deen” or the “Mercer County of Iowa”. 

All of us connected with this great breed 
are given to boasting Just a little bit when- 
ever we attend one of these Aberdeen-An- 
gus sales. We are proud to be associated 
with such a wonderful industry. We are 
proud that we are friends of all the breed- 
ers. We are more than proud when we 
know that our feet are probably on the 
same ground that has felt the footprints of 
many notables, who we know have visited 
these herds, also ground that has produced 
such great cattle, cattle that have won In- 
ternational fame. 

Iowa County was put on the map through 
this cattle breeding industry years ago. In 
1906 P. J. Donohoe was the first lowa Coun- 
ty breeder to win International fame by 
showing Eileen Lass, the cow that won the 
International grand champion award that 
year. In 1907 Otto Battles, then located at 
Maquoketa, Iowa, showed Glenfoil Thick 
Set 2d and his sister Glenfoil Queen 2d 
both produced in Iowa County by Mike Don-

ohoe, and they both won International 
Grand Championships. Glenfoil Thick Set 
2d won this award for the next two years, 
the only bull of any breed to win an Inter- 
national grand championship award three 
successive years. 

One, would think that this alone would be 
enough honors for this small community, 
but in 1910 Otto Battles, again won this 
award, this time with Oakville Quiet Lad, a 
bull that was produced by John Cash, Jr. 
Many of the cattle sold in the Congdon & 
Battles dispersion sale carried the blood 
lines of these two great sires. The same 
blood lines are found today in Iowa County 
where these outstanding individuals were 
produced. 

One can find almost anything desired in 
this territory—cows, both bred and with 
calves at foot, open heifers, young herd 
sires, club calves and steers. Anything 
from a single lot to a carload can surely be 
made up with very little expense in time 
taken to visit these herds, for they are in 
bunches and all on decent roads. At Hol- 
brook is found several herds, T. M. Dono- 
hoe, Mrs. P. J. Donohoe and her two sons 
Charles and G., W. J. Hanson and Cash 
Brothers all within a stone’s throw of each 
other.

(Note: Wishing to present something a 
bit out of the ordinary, this story written 
by Ray J. Fox, Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
near Midvale, Idaho, has been reserved for 
this issue.

The 
story also reveals how the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are steadily winning their way into 
every section of the cow country. In every 
instance they are proving highly satis- 
factory to their new owners.—Fred Hahne,

Would like to add to your story in the 
April issue of the Journal, that half the 
cows we purchased from M. J. Krotz & Son, 
Odell, Nebraska, and L. E. Laflin, Crab 
Orchard, Nebraska, were for our good 
friends and breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, Chas. C. Barron & Sons, Fairfield, 
Idaho. 

It might be interesting to know how we 
made the trip home with them, and costs, 
etc. We loaded at Beatrice, Nebraska, Wed- 
nesday evening at 10:30 and were just in 
time at Valley Junction, Nebraska, to catch 
the westbound freight that surely makes 
good time. The temperature was around 
75 at Beatrice. Our first stop for feed and 
water was at Cheyenne, Wyoming, at 2:30 
A. M., Friday, a good north gale blowing 
with below freezing (seemed like about for- 
ty degrees below zero). Was to go on from 
there at 10:30 A. M. Half hour before we 
left one of the young cows dropped a fine 
cow calf. Nothing to do but load it with the 
cattle and go on, thinking all the time the 
calf could not get dry and find its mother 
in a car loaded with twenty-four cows, a 
young bull and three other calves. Did not 
get to see them again until we reached 
Green River, Wyoming, Friday night at 
_" The calf was up sucking and all was 
well. 

The next stop for feed and water was at 
Gooding, Idaho, where Mr. Barron & Son 
were on hand at 11:00 P. M. Saturday night 
to help unload and feed. The twelve cows 
and two calves for the Barrons were to be 


but wait. Went to the ranch with them 
which is next to the mountains on Camas 
prairie. There was some thirty inches of 
new snow, in fact they just backed the truck 
up to the snow bank made by snow plows 
and the cows jumped out heading for the 
Barron ranch some three miles away, we 
following with a bob-sled with canvas cov- 
er and wood stove inside with fire to be 
cemfortable. Ten degrees below zero at the 
ranch. They have around 200 head of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle and until the last few 
years have only had a commercial herd. 
There are several artesian wells on their 
ranch, some of them having hot water. The 
cattle have this good warm water to drink 
during the cold winter months. We loaded 
again Monday at 8:00 A. M. Reached home 
safely Tuesday at 11:00 A. M. The cost 
was $7.41 per head total expense. 

I am mighty happy that you and Judge 
Arney like the young bull we selected from 
the Laflin herd. I had not intended buying 
a bull but this young fellow looked so good 
I just could not pass him up. In fact, I like 
him better than anything I saw except Evi- 
dence of Strathmore, to me a grand bull. 
The cows we have from Mr. Krotz are bred 
to him or his son, Evidence Evito. We are 
hoping to get a herd bull from Evidence of 
Strathmore. We perhaps are different in 
selecting our cattle than most breeders. 
Much depends on what one is doing with 
them. We want first of all to feel they are 
the producing kind. They have plenty size, 
low down, deep bodies, heads and tail heads 
perhaps last. Least important is pedigree. 
Any of these cattle are bred good enough 
for us. I really think our cattle here just 
naturally grow larger, being out in the open 
all the time on lots of pasture. With some 
fifty or sixty breeding cows of Congdon & 
Battles breeding and this half car of Earl 
Marshall and Prizemere breeding, we feel 
we are fixed for a time to go on and raise 
good cattle. After seeing a fair representa- 
tion of the Nebraska herds at the Columbus 
sale, still think we have good cattle. 

If you come west any time, the Barrons 
are only forty miles out of Gooding off of 
Highway 30 and we are 25 miles out of 
Weiser, also off of Highway 30. Am sure 
the Barrons will pleased to have you call 
and will give you a real welcome. Am sure 
we will do our best.

sday morning, July 21st, the alarm 
Pico 4 tinkled for a moment, finally 
broke down and really beat the bell. I 
having shaved the last thing before 


cee the night before, say adios to my 
wife and stumble down the stairs and out 


to the driveway, my eyelids still heavy. 

I switch on the ignition key, run my eyes 
over the instruments and take off with a 
full tank of gas. I am not planning to go 
to California by way of Ireland, but mere- 
ly making a trip to Wisconsin for the day. 
The first leg of the journey takes me to 
Waterloo, Iowa, and I arrive there before 
seven o’clock, get out of the car at the 
Hotel Russell-Lamson, ring room 819 and 
someone answers saying, “Hello Dick, be 
right down.” I purchased the morning pap- 
er and by the time I have scanned the 
headlines and read the comics the elevator 
door opens and Jack stepped out and said 
“Tet’s eat.” 

Fes, it was our mutual friend, Jack Hal- 
sey of the lowa Homestead and Wallaces 
Farmer. We had planned on driving to 
Cassville, Wisconsin, to attend the four- 
teenth annual Wisconsin Live Stock Field 
Day, for this year for the subject of the 
day was to be Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Breakfast over we leave Waterloo before 
eight o’clock and crossed the Wisconsin- 
lowa bridge shortly after nine thirty. From 
this point on the roads were black top, or 
as some people call them, colored roads, 
winding around in the hills, first in the 
valleys and then on the backbone of the 
ridges. The scenery was a panorama of 
growing crops, tall perpindicular walls of 
rock with scrub trees branching from their 
faces, corn as high as the average lowa 
corn, oats in the shocks and a few threshers 
at work in the fields. Very little traffic 
encumbered us for most of the cars were 
headed in the same direction as we were, 
traveling toward the Nelson Dewey State 
Park, where this celebration was to be held. 


At eleven we pulled into the _ picnic 
grounds and pulled up in the shade of a big 
tree, got out and walked over to the barn, 
where the cattle were tied in their stalls. 
As we approached we received a royal wel- 
come, the radio car, with loud speakers 
mounted on its top blared out the Iowa 
corn song. They must have seen us com- 
ing. As we entered the barn we met face 
to face two breeders that we both knew, 
Mr. R. A. Austin and his son, who inform- 
ed us that nearly every Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder in the county was already in atten- 
dance. A tour of the barn confirmed this 
statement, very few if any of the breeders 
failed to appear at this event, several 
breeders were working on the cattle and the 
loud speakers informed us that we should 
go out to the North side of the barn in the 
shade and the cattle would be let out and 
the judging program would soon begin. 

This we did, and while we wait for the 
cattle to be led out I will give you a brief 
description of this State park. Nelson 
Dewey State Park is the home farm of the 
first Governor of Wisconsin it lays in a 
valley just on the North edge of the town 
of Cassville, this valley is bisected by the 
double tracks of the Burlington railroad, 
to the East of the tracks is the largest 
portion of the park, here is the home place 
of the Governor, the servant’s house, a few 
smaller buildings and a new spring house

supplying fine drinking water for the “pic- 
nicers.” This is a natural park, one valley 
runs North parallel to the tracks, we were 
informed that one could drive for nearly a 
mile up this valley and the high walls and 
natural woodlands extended on both sides. 
The walks are natural footpaths, no stone 
or concrete to mar the beauty of nature, the 
only improvements are the spring house, a 
gravel drive into the park and the neces- 
sary outbuildings to care for the visitors. 
Back to our side of the tracks where the 
barn stands we find another old _ stone 
structure, formerly a barn farther west and 
North of the remodeled barn, to the North 
proper is a corrall, this is so situated that 
there is room to the South and East for the 
spectators, while the North end of the cor- 
rall has built-in chutes from which to start 
the broncos and steers, this corrall is en- 
closed by a woven wire fence eight or nine

feet high, and to the west of this arena and 
enclosed in similar fence are four pens—the 
first one contains several buffalo, the sec- 
ond a strange mixture of cattle, one Brahma 
bull, a few cross bred Highland cattle, and 
a cow and calf that I must describe to you. 
This cow is the result of mating a buffalo 
bull and a Hereford cow, she is hornless, 
white faced, decidedly buffalo in the hind- 
quarters and appears to be striped, very 
little hump at all appears on this cow, the 
calf at her sire has a pedigree that even 
an expert could not figure out, it is horn- 
less like it’s dam, but it’s sire is the Bra- 
hma bull, neither red, roan, black, white or 
yellow and yet a curious combination of all. 
No hump has yet appeared which one would 
expect with the heritage of both the buffalo 
and Brahma cross, it may develop one later 
for it is still a young calf. 

Well, here are the cattle now and our 
attention is turned to them, Phillip Hauk, 
Orville Kettler and N. H. May have brought 
cattle to this exhibit, they do not have a 
regular judging contest, rather Al E. Dar- 
low from the college tells the good points 
of each animal, telling the dairy men the 
reason why they demand a premium, the 
easy way that they develop beef from feed 
and the outstanding qualities that make 
these animals good representatives of the 
breed. 

Following this review Gus Bohstedt, the 
man in charge of the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment station gave a talk on the mineral 
and other nutritional needs of farm ani- 
mals, and answered the questions asked on 
this subject. Jack and I did not hear all of 


this talk for we had an invitation to eat 
dinner with Jim Perrin and his wife and 
we did not want to miss any meals, so 
hurried over to the picnic grounds to find 
a long table ladened with food. Seems that 
the ladies had pooled their resources to 
take care of the visitors and we walked 
around the table, cafeteria style, and laid 
in a supply of groceries. Tomhave, Jack 
and I sat on the ground and had chicken, 
pickles, plums, potato salads, fruit salads, 
sandwiches and the inevitable beans that 
I can always find at meal times. This meal 
was fit for a king, and the insects did not 
bother us in the least, whether the cool 
weather accounted for this phenomia or 
whether Wisconsin is bugless I do not 
know, if the latter then it is indeed a pic- 
nicer’s paradise. 

Right after dinner I took a ride on a 
little motor scooter, they being for rent at 
a very reasonable figure, Jack would not 
go with me, said that he fell off a motor- 
cycle one time and did not trust anything 
with two wheels. We then crossed the 
tracks to the corrall and saw the rodeo. 


You probably wondered why this rodeo 
grounds is located here, but the Sheriff of 
Grant County, Joe Greer, owns a rodeo 
show that takes in most of the fairs, few 
cowboys were on hand, but those present 
gave a splendid accounting for themselves, 
roping, rope spinning, bull dozing, steer 
riding, bronco busting and other acts in- 
cluding that of the clown and the mule, a 
really good act entertaining the crowd. To 
cap the show was a fancy pistol shot, bal- 
loons tied to the arm of a young girl were 
quickly shot off, a piece of chalk that she 
held in her mouth was knocked into a 
thousand pieces, but the wind bothered the 
long range pistol shooting (which was done 
with tracer bullets) at two ballons tied at 
the far end of the corrall. The loud speak- 
ers announced that the speeches would be 
made from the front porch of the first 
governor’s home and all the crowd crossed 
the tracks again to the lawn to hear the 
speeches. 

Arlie Mucks, master of ceremonies intro- 
duced the following speakers of the day: 
Ben H. Walker, Grant County Agent; W. 
H. Tomhave, Secretary American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association; Ralph 
Ammon, Director, Wisconsin Department of 
Agriculture and Markets and the Honorable 
Phillip F. LaFollette, Governor of Wiscon- 
sin. Fine speeches were made to the crowd 
by each and every one of the four. I will 
not go into details as to the talks made for 
I can not remember accurately what was 
said by each. 


Jack and I were lucky to get over the 
crooked roads and past Dubuque before the 
rain struck us, the day had been perfect 
up to this time, and we drove many miles, 
in fact, nearly all the way to Waterloo in 
the rain, a very black menacing cloud 
bothered us for a short time but we soon 
ran away from it. When we arrived at 
Waterloo the rain had stopped, but the 
streets were full of water, some were full 
to the curbs and the children in swim suits 
were splashing about and even their dogs 
were having a good time. Supper over at 
the Hotel and Jack and I shook hands for 
the day, planning to meet at the Poweshiek 
County Aberdeen-Angus breeders picnic. In 
the Iowa section you will find that report.

The very select herd once belonging to 
the late Mr. John Lowe, progressive Cana- 
dian breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
dispersed at the Middlebrook Stock Farm, 
just a short distance west of Elora, On- 
tario, Canada on Tuesday June 7th, 1938. 
The sale was held under the management 
of Mr. L. E. McNeill, Secretary of the On- 
tario Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
tion. Only three animals fell below $100.00 
each and these missed by only $5.00. The 
remainder of the offering is listed in detail 
here. The twenty-four head made the nice 
average of $144.33 per head, with only a 
few cents variation in the bull and female 
‘averages. The top bull was Middlebrook 
Princes 75th —49226- who was a line bred 
Earl Marshall bull, his sire being a double 
grandson of the International grand cham- 
pion Blackcap Revolution. This bull sold 
to John D. Patterson, of Richmond Hill, 
Ontario, at $200.00. The top female was 
Middlebrook Pride 97th -—49442— and she 
went to the same buyer at $310.00. She was 
sired by Middlebrook Prince 66th, a three- 
quarter brother to the top bull and came 
from a granddaughter of Botanist of Doon- 
holm and Bracelet of Larkin Farm, who was 
a daughter of old Benedictine Monk, one of 
the really great sires of his day. All ani- 
mals selling at $100.00 or more are listed.

Clarquin Acres is a place that I have 
longed to visit, but for some unaccountable 
reason had never been able to make my 
passing through Jacksonville, Illinois, coin- 
cide with Mr. Clarence Quintal’s at home 
days. Several times have we passed through 
Jacksonville and called only to find that 
the owner of Clarquin Acres was out of 
town and would be for a day or more, on 
several other occasions the passings have 
been accomplished at some uncanny hour 
between eleven at night and three the next 
morning. At last however by making two 
tries on consecutive days we did catch 
Clarence Quintal in his office. Busy though 
he was he seemed glad to spend a few min- 
utes discussing Aberdeen-Angus and especi- 
ally his own herd. A previous appointment 
cut our visit short at about 9:00 a. m., how- 
ever the busy owner of Clarquin Acres had 
called Mrs. Qunital and she had graciously 
consented to drive us out to the farm to see 
the buildings and the cattle. Mrs. Quintal 
has a lovely saddle mare in the lot just in 
front of the farm house, a graceful sorrel, 
keen and trim as a brand new buggy whip, 
and with her in the pasture was a yearling 
foal, a gelding that gives every promise ot 
being a real horse some day, and not far 
away. The pair is the property of Mrs. 
Quintal, and perhaps her love for the pair 
is the reason for the admonition which ap- 
pears as the title to this brief story. 

The new barn, which has been built over 
and added to, is very conveniently arranged 
substantial and spacious, having sufficient 
room for the handling of this newer but 
very select herd of cattle at the present 
time, but there will need to be other build- 
ings in the very near future for a herd of 
cows such as we saw there will soon fill 
any barn with calves. There were in the 
pasture a group of excellent individuals, in- 
cluding the tops that Mr. and Mrs. Quintal 
have been picking off at some of the lead- 
ing sale events the past three or so years. 
The great cow Elslow 9th, a daughter of 
Earl Marshall and her daughters are sure- 
ly going to serve as the foundation for an 


outstanding tribe in this herd. She is be- 
ing mated now with the new herd sire, 
Marshallmere 3d 503849, whose extended 
tabulation appears today in the Clarquin 
Acres advertisement. He is a nicely turned 
Miss Burgess bull that should mate well 
with the splendid matrons found here for 
he carries a strong sympathetic line of 
breeding. His dam Miss McHenry 22d is 
a daughter of Erie Revolution who was a 
full brother in blood to the International 
grand champion Revolution 100th. Being 
out of Elga Elliott 29th and sired by Black- 
cap Revolution Again. The second dam is 
a daughter of Sir Burgess Revolution who 
has for sire Blackcap Revolution, and her 
dam is a daughter of Imp. Belia of Ballin- 
tomb, the D. M. Allan herd that has a 
splendid reputation for producing outstand- 
ing cattle in Scotland. 

Marshallmere the sire of this young bull 
was a son of Black Marshall 21st a show 
bull and sire of some great cattle, and an 
own son of old Earl Marshall. His dam, 
Pride of Rosemere 234th was a daughter of 
Prizemere 32d and she was out of a double 
granddaughter of the International grand 
champion Oakville Quiet Lad. 

There were many other cows and heifers 
in the group that have spendid show or sale 
records but space forbids further elabora- 
tion on this occasion. It might be men- 
tioned however that the little senior heifer 
calf, Anoka Barbara 2d, who made such a 
strong bid for first in class position at the 
last International and finally proved to be 
the top selling female in the sale is now 
the property of Mr. and Mrs. Quintal. The 
young lady is quite grown up now. She was 
not at home. Had been sent over to Floyd 
Armstrong’s and the Armstrongs will show 
her this season along with their herd. The 
story of her stepping out into the 1938 
show rings so appealed that we drove over 
to Tuscola just to have a look—and it was 
a sweet look for these Armstrong boys 
surely think a lot of the little lady and will 
give her the best showing they know how 
to deliver.

One of the most interesting live stock 
corners in all of Illinois is located in Kane 
county, in the Sugar Grove community, Just 
west of Aurora, on U.S. Highway No. 30. 
The interests here are diversified—horses, 
hogs, dairy and beef cattle—the farms are 
well kept, beautiful places, large acreages, 
eommodious buildings and good live stock 
on every one of them. As we drove out 
from Aurora we first came to Sugar Grove 
Farms, property of Mr. Cudahy. A turn to 
the north and up a winding roadway fring- 
ed with timber brought us up to the home 
of Manager Columbus Healy, who happen- 
ed on this occasion to be the object of our 
visit, for we were to discuss the prelimin- 
aries connected with a proposed public auc- 
tion of strictly high class Belgian horses 
to be held some time later in the fall, Octo- 
ber 15th to be exact. Should there be 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders who are inter- 
ested in Belgians we would suggest that 
they make application for the beautifully 
illustrated catalog which Mr. Healy will 
publish for this event. 


Leaving. Mr. Healy and returning to the 
Highway we passed the home of Manager 
Jim Meyer in charge of the Hampshire hog 
division of this mammoth enterprise. “Want 
to have a look” says Jim, and we did. A 
little jaunt to the pasture lot and we found 
there encased in good old Illinois mud 
what we thought to be one of the finest 
show strings in this whole country. There 
they were, a candidate or candidates for 
every class, and were they good! Jim is 
planning now to hold his fall auction the 
evening following the horse sale, making it 
a big two way event that should hold in- 
terest for many Aberdeen-Angus fans. 


On this same highway is located a large 
dairy herd. We passed the place by, but 
that was not so easy for the buildings and 
surroundings surely were inviting. 

Next stop was at the Alexander-Carr 
Lumber Company farms just beyond Sugar 
Grove. In the little town of Sugar Grove 
we found Manager L. A. Henning, all en- 
thused about the new Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding herd that has recently been in- 
stalled there. I say we, for Dr. Whitman, 
of Morris, was my companion at this 
time. Mr. Henning’s first stop was at the 
farm where we had the pleasure of meeting 
and chatting for a few minutes with Mr. 
John Alexander, pleasant, keen business 
man with a love for the countryside and 
live stock in general but leaning strongly 
toward Aberdeen-Angus, not alone because 
he likes the Bonnie beasts but because 
Aberdeen-Angus steers have made good for 
him in the feedlot, the business end of our 
business, and the ultimate end of all our 
endeavors to produce a better quality beef 
for public consumption. It was getting well 
along in the afternoon and Mr. Alexander 
had already enjoyed his outdoor hours so 
we three made the tour of inspection to- 
gether, Manager Henning, Dr. Whitman 
and myself. At the barn we found the new 
herd bull, Elvena’s Bandolier 480894, bred 
by and recently purchased from William E. 
Scripps Wildwood Farms at Lake Orion, 
Michigan. He was approaching four years 
old. Is a proven sire and a low set thick 
made son of the International Junior cham- 
pion Bandolier of Anoka, who was the run- 
nerup and contender with Revolution 100th 
for the grand championship in 1931. This 
Bandolier of Anoka is a double bred Earl 
Marshall bull, coming directly through 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page famous show 
and breeding bull in the Edwards Brothers 
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herd at Watford, Ontario, Canada, and the 
sire or grandsire of so many: of their show 
cattle; and his sire Glencarnock Revolution 
6th the bull that has sired so many of the 
show cattle in the Miller & Kemp herd is a 
son of the International grand champion 
Blackeap Revolution who was the outstand- 
ing son of the great Earl Marshall. Ban- 
dolier of Anoka’s dam is a daughter of the 
famous Congdon & Battles breeding bull 
Queenmere 32d and from a_ daughter of 
Earl Marshall—Barbara McHenry 52d. 

The dam of Elvena’s Bandolier is a 
daughter of the International grand cham- 
pion Quality Marshall who was one of the 
five sons of Earl Marshall to win that 
honor. The dam is out of a granddaughter 
of the imported cow Effie 2d of Laggan 
bred by George Grant. 

We had come primarily to see this bull 
because he had just been procured to serve 
as one of the chief stock bulls in this new 
herd. A visit to one of the pastures found 
one of the nicest, most even groups of fe- 
males, some twenty in number, together 
with a fine set of calves. These females 
had been selected from the Airyland Stock 
Ranch herd a year ago when the drouth had 
forced a reduction in numbers in that splen- 
did breeding plant in Montana. These par- 
ticular females were to be mated with the 
new bull. Down in another pasture a like 
number of cows just like the first set and 
selected from the same place were being 
mated with Barbara’s Rabban 3d 510074,

purchased in the Tolan sale in May a year 
ago. He is another well made, low set, 
thick, smooth individual that is giving the 
Alexander-Carr Lumber Company a fine 
set of calves, good headed and attractive. 
He is a son of Rabban 450565, a first prize 
winner in many of the big shows and a son 
of the International grand champion Revo- 
lution 100th, making Rabban a double 
grandson of the International grand cham- 
pion Blackcap Revolution. His dam is line 
bred to the International grand champion 
Oakville Quiet Lad. This is Barbara 2d of 
Strathmore 461350 whose sire is the Inter- 
national grand champion Hileenmere 15th, 
the bull that made the Tolan herd through 
his great breeding son Eileenmere 32d.

It is with pleasure that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus Journal is able today to present to its 
host of International readers a likeness of 
Pride of Maisemore 63d (108242) the 1937 
Smithfield champion and winner of the 
King’s Perpetual Challenge Cup, for her 
owner and exhibitor, our good friend Mr. J. 
J. Cridlan, Maisemore Park, Gloucester, 
England. Certainly she was a_ worthy 
champion and the picture upholds the good 
judgment of the gentleman who placed the 
ribbons. One of the finest strains of breed- 
ing cattle in America today are the Cridlan 
Evergreens, popular whenever exposed for 
sale either by auction or at private treaty. 
Mr. Cridlan has been a consistent winner at 
the Smithfield and other important shows 
over a long period of years.

It is with, we believe, justifiable pride, 
that we present in this issue of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal our new herd sires.

provement that results from fertilizing pas- 
ture. More live stock profit would result 
on many of the older farms if this fact 
were recognized and handled as evidence 
now indicates it should be done. 

There is considerable difference in the 
mineral content of grass grown on soil that 
has been fertilized over those that have not. 
A very interesting study was made in Scot- 
land and an analysis of the grass was made 
once each month from May until October. 
The pasture was of the same character, 
there being but a wide fence between the 
two fields. One pasture was treated with 
mineral fertilizers and the other was not. 


The following figures are of interest: 


Month Fertilized Field Unfertilized Field 
Calcium Calcium 
May -78% -52% 
June -79% -51% 
July 1.40% 56% 
August 97% -70% 
September -71% -62% 
October -52% -64% 


This table shows that in the fertilized 
field the July pasture was twice as good as 
the June pasture and three times as good 
as the October pasture in the field that was 
not fertilized. These results conform very 
closely to results and observations by far- 
mers and stock breeders. This table in- 
dicates that the fertilized pasture reached 
its maximum in July and was three times 
as good as the unfertilized pasture in feed- 
ing value which reached its height a month 
later.

‘Trade is 
the life blood of industry and nowhere is 
this more evident than in the cattle busi- 
ness. To carry that message to all the 
breeders on this continent we need more ex- 
tensive publicity and education. Where is 
there a better medium for publicity and ed- 
ucation than this Journal? I do not know 
of one and will conclude by expressing the 
hope that the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle between the Arctic circle and the 
Gulf of Mexico will take steps to make this 
Journal more completely their medium of 
publicity and education and thereby insure 
the extension of trade and cooperation be- 
tween breeders on this continent.

age, conformation and weight pine, 
very striking, and constitutes an interestin 
commentary on the continuous improvement 
and on the change in public taste that hay 
marked the interval between the years men- 
tioned. Similarly there is reproduced pos 
illustration of the first steer of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed which was exhibited at 
the Fat Stock Shows of America away back 
in the early eighties of last century, when 
Aberdeen-Angus were securing their first 
footholds beyond their native territory 
The contrasting picture in this case is that 
of the latest champion winning Aberdeep. 
Angus steer at America’s greatest show, the 
International at Chicago. Here again the 
differences between the types of the two 
—— are highly significant and instruc- 
ive. 

Representations from the first show ever 
held in Peru testify to the spread of the 
Breed to that country: the cattle trade of 
Argentina, the initiation of a chilled beef 
industry from Australia and New Zealand 
Rhodesia’s progress in this respect and the 
advance in cattle breeding in South Africa 
generally are all topics that are suggested 
in the collection of pictures, which testify 
so eloquently to the sure foundation laid 
by the early improvers, whose countenances 
beam down upon the proud record which 
their work initiated. 

There are wonderful stories behind most 
of these scientific discoveries and behind the 
evolution of all of our cattle breeds, for 
though our thoughts have centered round 
the Aberdeen-Angus, the story of the deve- 
lopment of our British domestic races of 
farm stock reads at many points like real 
romance. They are stories that are not 
often brought under general notice, and per- 
haps even such as may not make a very 
wide appeal. But all the same when visit- 
ors to the Agricultural section of the Em- 
pire Exhibition—as indeed to other sections 
—are studying the applied results of scien- 
tific research and discovery, it is well that 
there should be present in grateful mem- 
ory the patient work and the steady perse- 
verance which laid firm and_ secure the 
foundations—whether in the culture of 
crops or in the breeding of cattle—upon 
which we of the present-day are able to 
build and to expand.

Sandhillers Organize to Promote Their Feeder Catt 


By Sam R. McKelvie 


Those who travel widely recognize the 
Sandhills of Nebraska as one of the very 
best range cattle countries in the world. To 
the eye it is a succession of hills, valleys, 
lakes, and rivers. At least 65 kinds of 
grasses abound, affording bountiful grazing 
at all seasons and an abundance of hay. In 
addition to the numerous lakes and streams, 
wells are had at 40 to 50 feet and there is 
ample wind to pump them. In many locali- 
ties flowing wells gush forth. 

It is a peerless combination—a wide var- 
iety of strong, nutritious grasses, a plenty 
of the best of native hay, an endless supply 
of pure water at easy access, and outdoor 
shelter among the rugged hills. No wonder 
it is called “God’s Own Cow Country.” 

For generations this was the feeding 
ground of the native buffalo. Then came 
the pioneer along the Chisholm Trail and 
other overland routes. He was impressed 
by the wealth of flesh the cattle gained in 
the summer and how well they came 
through the winter. There was something 
in these grasses that developed bone and 
muscle and extra feeding qualities, and the 
vigor of the climate gave these cattle the 
stamina to carry on. It is so today. 

As time has gone on apace, generation 
after generation of cowmen have developed 
this into one of the greatest breeding 
grounds of beef-type cattle in the world. 
For generations, the use of registered bulls 
has been an accepted practice. In this re- 
gion there are no less than fifty high-class 
herds of registered Herefords, some of 
which are recognized nationally. Aberdeen- 
Angus and Shorthorn breeders secure their 
bulls from the best of outside herds. For 
practical feed lot purposes many of the 
range herds are pure bred. 

Feed Lot Performance 

Of course, performance in the feed lot is 
the test. On this score the record is clear. 
In 1936 Nebraska shipments from 17 coun- 
ties topped the Chicago market for fat cat- 
tle 60 times. In 1937 shipments from 13 
counties. topped that market 38 times. So 
far in 1938 (June 10) this state has furnish- 
ed 19 market-topping shipments. These fig- 
ures are the more notable because (1) these 
have been exceptionally poor feeding years 
in Nebraska—due to scarcity and high-pric- 
ed feed, and (2) undoubtedly, numerous 
shipments of Sandhills cattle fed in other 
states have topped the Chicago and other 
markets during the period mentioned. 

Mr. Tom Wilson of Wilson & Company, 
packers, says, “Sandhills cattle have a rep- 
utation for uniformly good quality. The 
cutting qualities, general appearance and 


conformation of carcasses from these cattle 
are generally fully as good as indicated by 
the appearance of the live cattle. This is 
of considerable importance to the packer 
buyer, since it removes at least part of the 
hazard involved in trying to judge beef on 
the hoof.” 

Mr. Tom Cross, who for 40 years was 
buyer for Armour & Company, says, “These 
cattle have the fine quality to make the 
greatest gain, and are acclimated to stand 
the rigor of winter feeding throughout the 
entire Corn Belt.” 

Mr. Fred Attebery of Mitchell, Nebraska, 
who, during the last nine years has topped 
the Chicago market 86 times, says, “I have 
always fed Western Nebraska raised cattle. 
I have felt that what little success I have 
had feeding cattle was due to the fact that 
I have access to the best type feeders pos- 
sible to obtain.” 

Sandhills Producers Organize 

The flow of Sandhills feeders into corn- 
belt feed lots has been a natural one through 
the years. The movement has been so easy 
and logical that producer and feeder have 
accepted it as a mutually beneficial econ- 
omy. The relatively short haul of well- 
bred, high-grade, acclimated feeder cattle 
from the range to feed lot requires no sec- 
ond thought. The relations between the 
parties have been harmonious and agree- 
able. To preserve these conditions and im- 
prove upon them, Sandhills producers have 
organized. The purposes are: 

“Advertising, popularizing, improving the 
quality and aiding in the sale of Sandhills 
feeder cattle; maintaining a code of ethics 
between buyers and sellers thereof; and pro- 
moting a spirit of cooperation, friendship 
and mutual understanding among producers 
of beef-type cattle in this region.” 

This Association is a clearing house of 
information designed to facilitate the sale 
and purchase of Sandhills feeder cattle be- 
tween range producer and cornbelt feeder. 
All existing agencies that are useful are 
cooperated with—direct purchase, terminal 
markets, sales rings, order buyers, etc. The 
chief desire of the Sandhills producer is 
that the feeder gets the kind of cattle he 
wants with the minimum of expense, incon- 
venience and avoidable loss. 

Most of all, ranchers enjoy having feeder 
buyers see their breeding herds and cattle 
they have for sale before buying. To share 
a neighbor’s roof and his fare is a good test 
of a man in the big open spaces. 

Let us be of service to you, and remem- 
ber always “Sandhills feeders are leaders.” 

The Sandhills area is the “green spot” in 

the Nebraska “white spot” of 
- the nation. This was the

Can Sorghums do | 
the Job--for Cattle? 


Ray R. Thalman. } 
The feeding of grain sorghums in Ne — 
braska is a relatively new subject, especial- © 
ly insofar as the average Nebraska cattle — 
feeder is concerned. It is also a relatively ! 
new subject to those of us on the exper — 
ment station staff. Through the many years | 
of its cattle feeding history, Nebraska has — 
produced quite a liberal quantity of corm ~ 
and during the few short crop years that 
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.; state has experienced there has been 
yailable either carryover corn or corn from 
pet hboring states. However, with the re- 
= series of short crop years and the im- 
rovement which has taken place in sor- 
oe varieties, Nebraska farmers have be- 
g to consider seriously growing more of 
this crop for feed purposes. Its ability to 
withstand drought and make grain when 
corn fails is responsible for this turn of 
events. True, it is doubtful if the grain 
sorghums will ever replace corn in Nebras- 
ka agriculture, but it is certainly due to re- 
place a part of it. Live stock farmers, and 
we must have many of them in Nebraska if 
the agriculture of this state is to prosper, 
will grow some sorghum for both grain and 
forage as a sort of insurance policy against 
jean crop years. All now that is holding 
back a rather extensive sorghum planting 
is the question of its feeding value. _ 

During the past several years the Animal 
Husbandry Department has experimented 
rather extensively with forage sorghums, 
particularly with Atlas sorgo. These tests 
have shown rather conclusively that this 
plant has a place in our live stock farming 
practices. During drought years its yield 
has been from two to several times that of 
corn for silage and fodder purposes. Its 
feeding value under our conditions is slight- 
ly over 80% that of corn silage on a per 
ton basis, producing 90% as much total gain 
as corn silage. Placed on a per acre basis 
the gain produced has been almost double 
that of corn. 

While the forages play an important part 
in live stock production, especially with the 
cattle business, grain is also necessary to 
a well-rounded live stock program. It has 
been shown beyond doubt that the grain 
sorghums will far out-yield corn during dry 
years in Nebraska. In good crop years im- 
proved and adapted varieties of the sor- 
ghums have compared favorably with corn 
in grain production. The market for this 
grain, however, is dependent upon how ef- 
ficiently it will take the place of corn in the 
ration for cattle, hogs, or lambs. In Ne- 
braska, the standard for comparison is corn. 
The Animal Husbandry Department last 
fall started a series of experiments with 
these grains for the various classes of live 
stock. You have just heard the report upon 
the sheep and hog experiments. My job is 
to report the cattle test now almost com- 
pleted. As this is the first test of this na- 
ture at this station and since the experi- 
ment has not been completed, it is impos- 
sible to make too many positive statements 
regarding the exact replacement value of 
kafir in terms of corn. However, the ques- 
tion asked in the title of my topic “Can Sor- 
ghums Do the Job?” can be answered in 
the affirmative. Two lots of steers were 
fed upon kafir as the sole grain and one as 
half the grain mixture and corn the other 
half. In the two lots where kafir was fed 
as the only grain, the gains made by the 
cattle were 2.55 pounds and 2.82 pounds per 
head daily. Though less than was made up- 
on corn, these gains are quite satisfactory 
for yearling steers that have been on feed 

days. 

In this test the kafir was ground, but 
care was taken not to grind it too fine for 
It is a well-known fact that the fine grind- 
ing of grain makes it unpalatable to cattle. 

e only exception to this statement is 
when the finely ground grain is mixed with 
cut hay or other bulky feed. The kafir was 
ground for all lots since it was our belief 
that a small smooth seed like the sorghums 
would likely go through the digestive tract 
of cattle quite largely unchanged. This con- 
tention is the opposite of the results secured 
with hogs and Professor Alexander’s work 
with lambs shows little value in grinding. 
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However, both lambs and hogs chew their 
feed more thoroughly than cattle. That we 
were right in our contention that the sor- 
ghums should be ground for cattle is borne 
out by the work done by J. M. Jones of the 
Texas Station. Steers fed ground milo 
gained 48 pounds more in 180 days than 
those fed whole milo and in so doing made 
100 pounds of gain upon 103 pounds less 
gain. Approximately the same relative re- 
sults were secured with ground and un- 
ground milo heads. At the Hayes Station 
in Kansas, grinding has been found profit- 
able as has it at the Oklahoma Station. 
Differences in palatability between corn 
and kafir seemed not to be important in the 
past winter’s experiment at Lincoln. This 
was especially true when the kafir was fed 
with silage in which case the kafir-fed steer 
actually ate more grain than the corn-fed 
steers. When fed with alfalfa it was a lit- 
tle more difficult to get the cattle to eat 
as much kafir corn. Further, they did not 
do quite as well in comparison to the corn- 
fed cattle as when silage was used as a 
roughage instead of alfalfa. I am inclined 
te believe that most of this difference was 
due to fineness of the grain feed rather 
than to taste. Cracked kafir is of course

more finely ground than cracked corn and 
therefore less palatable to cattle. When it 
is fed with silage the two are mixed and the 
silage overcomes the objection of the cattle 
to a too finely divided mass. 

In discussing palatability of the sorghums 
one must be careful to specify the type of 
sorghum for there is considerable differ- 
ence between the palatability of the seed 
from the grain and forage sorghums. The 
seeds of the sweet sorghums usually re- 
ferred to as cane seed, are worth considerab- 
ly less than the grain sorghums as a feed 
for live stock. Cane seed contains a rather 
high tannen content and therefore are not 
especially palatable. The seeds are also 
smaller, harder, and somewhat lower in 
total digestible nutrients than the grain sor- 
ghums. When used for grain feeding, 
therefore, it is probably economical to grow 
only the grain sorghums. For silage the 
forage varieties give good results. Atlas 
sorgo, a forage sorghum is an exception in 
that it is a sweet stock sorghum that pro- 
duces a grain not greatly different in eith- 
er chemical composition or palatability than 
the grain sorghums. 

Feeding the sorghums is much like feed- 
ing corn. The chemical composition is much 
the same as corn, being high in carbohy- 
drates but deficient in protein and minerals. 
It is, therefore, just as necessary and as 
economical to feed the grain sorghums with 
some high protein roughage like alfalfa as 
with corn. If a legume roughage is not 
available or high in price the feeder should 
resort to protein concentrates such as co- 
tenseed, linseed, or soybean meal. Supple- 
mentary mineral feeding also seems desir- 
able and for the most part this mineral 
should be composed chiefly of high phos- 
phorus and calcium substances like bone 
meal and limestone. 

Since the Nebraska cattle test has not yet 
been completed and the results to date are 
therefore not final, definite statements can- 
not be made regarding the exact value of 
kafir. However, it seems safe to conclude 
that kafir is similar to corn in fattening 
qualities for cattle but not equal to it. The 
results of the Kansas Experiments are more 
conclusive and under their conditions Pro- 
fessor Weber of that station gives ground 
kafir a value of 95 per cent that of corn for 
fattening cattle. This agrees quite favorab- 
ly with the work of the Texas and Okla- 
homa stations but is higher than the value 
of kafir in the Nebraska test. It would 
seem, therefore, that an increase in the 
acreage of the grain sorghums in the parts 
of Nebraska subject to drought would help 
materially to provide a dependable supply 
of homegrown grain for cattle. Though the 
feeding value on a per pound basis might
